TWO EXECUTED BY NAZIS, 
CONVICTED OF ESPIONAGE 


Silesian Villagers Accused of Re- 
vealing Military Measures to a 
Neighboring Country.

BERLIN, July 24.—Josef Mich- 
nia, 28 years old, and Paul Matis- 


chek, 27, both Germans, were exe- 
cuted here this morning after the 
Nazi “People’s Tribunal” had found 


them guilty of espionage to the ad- 
vantage of a “foreign power.” 

The name of the state concerned 
was not revealed, but the circum- 
stances of the case indicate that it 
was Poland. 

The executed men resided in 
small Silesian places near the Po- 
lish border. They were accused of 
having informed a border official 
of a neighbor country of German 
military measures, “thereby endan- 
gering the progress and ineffective- 
ness of the reconstruction in the 
German army,” according to the 
official announcement. 


EVACUATION OF 47 REFUGEES 
HALTED BY SPANISH LOYALISTS 


Unidentified Foreign Consulate In- 
volved; Official Says All of 
Group Had False Passports.

VALENCIA, Spain, July 24.—-The 
Government disclosed tonight it 
had prevented one foreign consu- 
late, nationality not stated, from 
evacuating 47 refugees from Spain 
because it believed they had no 
right to be taken out. 

The announcement by Gabriel 
Moron, director of security, said all 
47 had false passports. It declared 
some were deserters from the Gov- 
ernment ranks and others were in- 
surgent sympathizers. Some were 
held and others were released, to be 
questioned further later. 

Moron’s announcement said _ the 
Government woula noi tolerate 
abuses of diplomatic privileges by 
foreign embassies or consulates in 
evacuating persons not entitled to 
such treatment. 

“The right of asylum which some 
foreign representatives appear to 

yoke is one thing,” the statement 
said, “but for a friendly govern- 
ment to attempt to pass on the or- 
ders of the (Spanish) Government 
is something different.”

lower Federal courts. Members 
said they would polish off the rough 
corners of their bill Monday and 
hand it to the Senate late next week 
as a substitute for President Roose- 
velt’s proposals to remake the Su- 
preme Court which the Senate killed 
Thursday by a vote of 70 to 20. 


One of the sections forbids the | 


issuance of injunctions against the 
enforcement of any Federal law by 
a single Judge, a three-Judge trib- 
unal being necessary to issue such 
injunctions. 

As agreed by the victorious op- 
ponents of the President’s scheme 
and administration leaders, the ten- 
tative draft of the new bill does 
not change the Supreme Court. 

The substitute bill sticks close to 
the agreement. The measure would 
provide for: 

1. Direct appeal to the Supreme 
Court in any lower court case in- 
volving the constitutionality of an 
act of Congress. 

2. Intervention of the Attorney- 
General in any such case. 

3. Assignment of extra Judges 
to overburdened district courts 
by the senior circuit Judge in 
each circuit. 

4. Recommendations by the At- 
torney-Genera] for the appoint- 
ment of new district Judges on a 
basis of need, not age. 

5. Consideration of constitution- 
al questions in lower tribunals by 
a panel of three Judges, prohibit- 
ing injunction restraining en- 
forcement of Federal laws, ex- 
cept by a three-man court, com- 
prised of two District and one 
Circuit Judge. Now any District 
Judge, acting alone, may issue 
such injunctions. 


6. Permission to resign on full 
pay after 10 years’ service for 
Judges of administrative tribu- 
nals, such as the Court of Cus- 
toms and Patent Appeals. 

A seventh provision will be added 
Monday by Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, designed, he said, to elim- 
“widespread abuses” in the 
reorganization of bankrupt cor- 
porations. 

In the House some administration 
supporters revived proposals for 
limiting the Supreme Court’s power 
to declare acts of Congress uncon- 
stitutional. Representative Dies 
(Dem.), Texas, suggested a consti- 
tutional amendment authorizing 
Congress to reinstate by a_ two- 
thirds vote any act invalidated by 
the court. A similar proposal was 
advanced by Representative Beiter 
(Dem.), New York, with the further 
stipulation that Congress might not 
override the court’s decision until 
after one election has intervened. 


Roosevelt Program Is Threatened 
by Rush for Adjournment. 


A rush for adjournment seemed 
to threaten the fivg¢point program 
that President Roosevelt has laid 
out for Congress. Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, Democratic lead- 
er, traveled down the Potomac with 
President Roosevelt to figure out 
with him what might be salvaged. 

At it stood, clamor was rising 
for adjournment as soon as the 
court bill has been passed. Re- 
publicans spoke strongly for such 
a step. | 

The President has listed as “de- 
sirable” for this session bills to 
fix minimum wages and maximum 
hours, to reorganize Government 
departments, to provide low cost 
housing, to plug tax loopholes, and 
to set up a new farm plan. 

Barkley has said that wage and 
hour legislation would pass’ the 
Senate by late Tuesday. The House 
Labor Committee still is trying to 
put such a measure into shape for 
action on that side of the Capitol. 

Government reorganization has 
not been heard of in some time. 
The joint committee set up to 
study the presidential proposal will 
meet Monday or Tuesday to choose 
a new chairman.

WIRE TAPPING LEADS 
T0 PENNSYLVANIA ROW 


Philadelphia Mayor Accuses 
Governor, Who Demands an 
Apology. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—Gov- 
ernor George H. Earle tonight de- 
manded an apology from Mayor 8. 
Davis Wilson for a statement that 
the Governor was “unquestionably 
responsible” for the alleged tapping 
on telephone wires to the home of 
Wilson's secretary. 

Wilson, announcing at the same 
time he ‘would run for Governor of 
Pennsylvania next year, made his 
charges at a hearing in which he 
held a State motor policeman in 
$5000 bail on a charge of tapping 
telephone wires of Louis E. Wil- 
garde, secretary to the mayor. 

The mayor declared the police- 
man, Wallace F. Hly, had been 
working for the Senate Committee 
headed by Senator Frank Ruth, in- 


vestigating the Pennsylvania 
courts. 
Earle said “documentary evi- 


dence obtained by Mayor Wilson 
shows conclusively that the police- 
man involved was acting solely as 
an investigator for the commis- 
sion.” 

“This was confirmed by the po- 
liceman’s own statement,” he said. 
“In view of these circumstances, I 
cannot understand .7hy Mayor Wil- 
son made his unfounded charges 
that I, as Governor, was responsi- 
ble in even the slightest degree for 
the activities of this policeman. 


‘Mayor Wilson knew his charge 
was untrue when he made it, and I 
demand an apology for his totally 
unjustified statement. He has 
chosen to use as a springboard for 
his own political ambitions the ac- 
tion of an investigator of a legisla- 
tive committee.” 

Wilson said, after reading a state- 
ment by Edward W. Prendergast, 
Earle’s secretary, to the effect that 
Earle knew nothing of detailed ac- 
tivities of the Ruth Committee, that 
“I am giad to learn the Governor 
had nothing to do with it. I 
couldn’t believe he would be guilty 
of such a thing.” 

Chet A. Keyes, counsel for the 
Ruth Committee, sa.d, “If there is 
to be any criticism of our methods, 
that criticism should be directed at 
the members or me, not at the 
governor or other individuals who 
have no connection with the com- 
mission. 

“IT am greatly surprised at the 
fuss that is being created in the 
newspapers over the revelation that 
an investigating body should re- 
sort of wire-tapping, a device com- 
monly employed all over the coun- 
try by duly authorized law enforce- 
ment agencies.” * 

Mayor Wilson, Republican, who 
took office in January, 1936, for a 
four-year term, said at the police- 
man’s hearing: 

“IT have repeatedly said I did not 
intend to run for governor or any 
other office, and I hoped I would 
not have to. But now it is neces- 
sary.”

ON ARRIVAL IN WASHINGTON 


Roosevelt and Several Cabinet

Russia’s second group of three avi- 
ators to fly from Moscow to the 


United States arrived here today 
for a round of sightseeing and 
courtesy calls on Government offi- 
cials.

David Rosoff, president of Amtorg, 
the Soviet trading corporation in 
New York, and Embassy attaches. 

The flyers will be received Mon- 
day by President Roosevelt, the Sec- 
retaries of War, Navy and Com- 
merce and other officials. They 
were congratulated on their flight 
by Major-General Oscar Westover, 
chief of the Army Air Corps, on 
whom they called shortly after 
their arrival. 

They plan to sail for Russia from 
New York Aug. 4.

Seasonal and Perishable Merchan- 
dise Is Moved Out by Owners, 
Anticipating Strike.

of Tacoma’s 10 strike-closed de- 
partment stores today with only 
strolling pickets to welcome them. 

The pickets, representatives of 
the International Protective Asso- 
ciation of Retail Clerks, carried 
banners demanding a “decent 
standard of American living” and 
said they had walked out in an 
attempt to better $15 and $20 week- 
ly minimums guaranteed men and 
women clerks under an agreement 
which expired June 1. 

All 10 stores were reported pre- 
pared to stay closed several weeks, 
with seasonal and perishable mer- 
chandise moved out. 

M. J. Muckey, representative of 
the store operators, said no attempt 
to open would be made until a new 
working agreement is reached. He 
declined to discuss details. 

He asserted 700 of the 1300 mem- 
bers of the union were on strike 
and members of 13 other A. F. L. 
craft unions working in the stores 
were jobless as a result. 

With 6000 sailors and thousands 
of visitors here for Fleet Week 
celebrations, the stores had been in 
line for good business.

Defender of Carl Milles Statues 
Appointed to Municipal 
Commission,

Charles Nagel Jr. was appointed 


by Mayor Dickmann yesterday as 
architect member of the Municipal 
Art Commission, succeeding Paul 
Valenti, who was appointed last 
month but became ineligible be- 
cause of change of residence to St. 
Louis County. 

With members of the commission 
in a major controversy over the 


Carl Milles statues for Union Sta- 
tion (Aloe) Plaza, Nagel took of- 
fice with his stand on the issue 
already clarified in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, published July 3, 
in which he vigorously defended 
the artistic merit of the fountain 
figures created by the Swedish 
sculptor. 

Nagel, 38 years old, is a son of 
the distinguished lawyer and Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor un- 
der President Taft. He recently 
returned to St. Louis from Yale 
University, where he was a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the School of 
Fine Arts for six years. Before 
that he studied at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts at Fontainebleau, 
France, having received a scholar- 
ship there while attending the art 
school at Yale. He is now a mem- 
ber of the architectural firm of 
Nagel & Dunn. He resides with 
his father at 19 Lenox place. 

The dispute over the Milles statu- 
ary has been featured by the objec- 
tions of Francis D. Healy, art dealer 
and chairman of the commission, 
who thinks that the use of nude 
figures is improper in a fountain 
whose design is to represent the 
“wedding” of the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers. Meyric R. Rogers, 
director of the Art Museum and 
ex-officio member of the commis- 
sion, has said he favors the design 
“101 per cent.” 

Nagel, in his letter, praised the 
fountain design and expressed con- 
cern over the possibility of St. 
Louis losing the statuary because 
of adverse criticism. 

“The criticism of a really great 
artist by any but his peers is itself 
open to criticism,” the letter said, 
“and one should examine carefully 
the qualifications of those who op- 
pose the execution of a work of a 
recognized genius before allowing 
oneself to be greatly influenced by 
their opinions.” 

The division of opinion on the 
commission remains unchanged by 
Nagel’s appointment since his pred- 
ecessor, Valenti, was on record with 
the commission as approving of the 
Milles work. Valenti is an assist- 
ant professor of architecture at 
Washington University.

The Thirty-seventh Division, 
commanded by Gen. Feng Chi-an 
and known as a strongly anti-Jap- 
anese organization, has figured 
prominently in the trouble because 
of its reluctance to withdraw from 
the Peiping zone, as demanded by 
the Japanese. 

It is a part of the Twenty-ninth 
Chinese Army, which had been gar- 
risoned in the area. Much of the 
Twenty-ninth Army already has 
evacuated to positions south of 
Peiping in compliance with a truce 
agreement with the Japanese.

PEIPING, July 24. — Japanese 
army leaders said tonight the North 
China situation, which for two 
weeks has kept China and Japan 
on the verge of war, again had be- 
come ominous because Chinese 
troops were not leaving this area 
tapidly enough. 

They charged that units the Chi- 
nese had promised to withdraw ac- 
tually were digging in for resist- 
ance. Peaceful settlement of the 
crisis, which yesterday appeared in 
process of being carried out, had 
struck a dangerous snag. 

Twice in the last 24 hours, said 
Domei, the Japanese news agency, 
the Japanese command had 
warned Chinese leaders they must 
speed up withdrawal of the “anti- 
Japanese” Thirty-seventh Division. 

Japanese troops began searching 
passengers on trains of the Peiping- 


. Hankow railway, on which normal 


service had just been restored after 
two weeks. As a result service 
again was suspended. 

Nanking Sends Gen. Hsiung. 

The attitude of North China lead- 
ers toward Japan, hitherto concil- 
fatory, had stiffened, the Japanese 
stated, and this coincided with the 
arrival here of Gen. Hsiung Ping, 
vice-chief of the Chinese general 
staff. 

Gen. Hsiung came by airplane 
from Nanking on orders from Gen- 
eralissimo-Premier Chiang Kai- 
shek. Japanese said they believed 
he had induced Gen. Sung Cheh- 
yuan, chairman of the Hopeh-Cha- 
har political council and command- 
er of the Twenty-ninth Chinese 
army, to alter his recently yielding 
attitude. 

It was with Gen. Sung that the 
Japanese military command Mon- 
day made an agreement to end the 
trouble around Peiping, and the 
first point was withdrawal of the 
Thirty-seventh Division of Gen. 
Sung’s command, which had been 
fighting the Japanese intermittent- 
ly since July 7. 

This division began evacuation 
of Peiping Thursday, but today 
Japanese officers said only a few 
battalions actually had left the 
Peiping region while the remainder 
were actually strengthening their 
positions west and southwest of 
the city. Some units were said to 
have declared their refusal to leave. 

Japanese headquarters at Tient- 
sin charged that troops of the Cen- 
tral Chinese Government were 
pouring into southern Hopeh Prov- 
ince, which Japan declares is a vio- 
lation of a 1935 North China agree- 
ment. 

Japanese Violating Truce. 

Non-Japanese authorities ex-

is without proof other than the 
prosecutrix as to his being in the 
gondola car, and we feel that it 
is a case of mistaken identity.

“Two of the defendants (Wil- 
liams and Wright) were juveniles 
at the time this crime was com- 
mitted. According to a careful in- 
vestigation by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, we are convinced that 
at the time of the actual commis- 
sion of this crime one of these 
juveniles was 12 years old and the 
other one was 13: and while they 
were in the gondola car. when ‘IF:

the fact they have been in jail for 
six and one-half years the ends of 
justice would be met at this time 
by releasing these two juveniles, on 
condition that they leave the State, 
never to return.” 

Departure of Defendants. 

Released to Defense Attorney 
Samuel 8S. Leibowitz, Montgomery, 
Roberson, Williams and Wright, 
ran out of the Morgan County jail 
and were taken by automobile to- 
ward Nashville. They were accom- 
panied by two State highway pa- 
trolmen and Leibowitz. 

Ozie Powell remained behind to 
serve his sentence for attacking 
Deputy Sheriff Edgar Blalock while 
the Negroes were being transferred 
from Decatur to Birmingham last 
year.

When Judge W. W. Callahan 
called Weems to the bar for sen- 
tencing, Leibowitz moved to arrest 
judgment on the ground the court 
was without jurisdiction. Judge 
Callahan overruled the motion. 

Weems said: “I didn’t get a fair 
trial. I didn’t get justice.” 

The 12 white men trying Weems 
heard charges of “sanctimonious 
hypocrisy” and “perjury” made by 
the defense and answered by the 
State with counter-accusations of 
“headline-seeking” before the case 
was given to them. 

The jurors were asked by the 
State to return a verdict of life 
imprfsonment. 

Leibowitz told the jury: “I don’t 
expect an acquittal. I don’t expect 
a low term of years. If Melvin Hut- 
son will ask for 50 years, the ver- 
dict will be 99 or something like 
that. I’m sick and tired of this 
sanctimonious hypocrisy. It isn’t 
Charlie Weems on trial in this case, 
it’s the State of New York, put on 
trial by Mr. Bailey.” 

Hutson, in his turn, said: “If he 
(Leibowitz) hasn’t premeditatedly 
tried to convict that Negro for pub- 
licity purposes, then I don’t know 
what I’m talking about.”

STRIKE 1S CALLED Ott

Union May End Walkout in All 
Steel-Owned Pennsylvania 
Coal Pits but Republic’s.

PITTSBURGH, July 24. — The 
United Mine Workers called off a 
strike today in one of Southwestern 
Pennsylvania's largest “captive” 
coal mines, leading to reports it will 
end strikes in all steel-company 
owned pits except those of the Re- 
public Steel Corporation. 

More than 10,000 miners who 
work in mines of the Republic, 
Bethlehem, and Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube corporations have been idle 
for more than a month, They were 
called out by John L. Lewis, the 
Miners’ president and C I O chief- 
tain, in support of the C I O-spon- 
sored steel strike in the mills of the 
three concerns. 

William Hynes, president of Dis- 
trict 4, U M W A, announced the 
union’s local at Nemacolin, Pa., had 
been informed its members could 
return to work if they desired. 

Approximately 1000 men are em- 
ployed at the mine, which is oper- 
ated by the Buckeye Coal Co., 
Youngstown subsidiary. It was 
closed on June 9, a week before 
the coal strike order went out. 

“We told them they could go 
back under conditions existing prior 
to the strike call with the under- 
standing negotiations for a contract 
would be started,” said Hynes. 

A company spokesman said the 
mine would be opened “soon.” 

One reliable source said similar 
“back to work” orders either had 
been dispatched by the union or 
would be shortly to all locals 
whose members worked for’ the 
Bethlehem and Youngstown com- 
panies. The two corporations em- 
ploy more than 6500 miners. 

This source said he understood 
the strike order continued in effect 
at Republic mines.

the employers agreed not to move 
meats, butter, eggs, and _ staple 
groceries for 24 hours and union 
leaders promised abandonment of 
picketing and other steps taken to 
prevent food deliveries. 

Both groups consented to meet 
tomorrow with Father Boland and 
mediation assistants to discuss 
closed shop clauses in proposed 
contracts. 

Father Boland reported: “We 
have done a lot of work and cleared 
away a lot of debris, but we still 
have much ground to cover before 
a settlement can be reached.” 

44 Grocery Houses Affected. 


He presided at a conference be- 
tween representatives of 44 whole- 
sale grocery houses and officers of 
the United Teamsters Union repre- 
senting 1000 truck drivers. 

The contract clause which union 
men insisted on, Father Boland 
said, and which employers refused 
to grant was: 

“The employer agrees to hire 
only members of good standing in 
the local in all departments and 
the local agrees to furnish the em- 
ployer with sufficient competent 
workers.” 

A conference between three 
packing plant operators and Hugh 
Thompson, C I O leader, represent- 
ing the butchers’ union, was con- 
ducted by Henry J. Winters, acting 
regional chairman of the National 
Labor Relations Board. Winters 
eaid they agreed to the same truce. 
They are at odds over a closed 
shop clause. 


Father Boland, who started set- 
tling labor controversies as a hobby, 
returned to his home here and 
drew the disputants into a quick 
conciliation conference as a special 
state mediator after wholesalers 
appealed to Lehman to intervene. 
The priest, who recently gave up 
most of his parish duties tu become 
chairman of the newly created 
State Labor Board, also obtained 
an agreement from union leaders 
that they would not call further 
strikes to tighten the food block- 
ade. 

Grocery Supplies Dwindling. 


Grocers reported shelves almost 
bare of many staple groceries, in- 
cluding eggs, butter and meats.

“It is quite obvious,” Izvestia de- 
clared, “that a hostile hand in the 
publishing office spoiled the pic- 
ture to the point of making it un- 
recognizable.” 

Sudin said secret police had dis- 
covered “Fascist, Trotskyist, Buk- 
harinist, diversionist, Japanese and 
German spies and wreckers” in the 
foreign trade office. Extravagance 
and unfavorable trading, particu- 
larly with the Far East, he as- 
serted, cost the Soviet Government 
$6,000,000 in 1936. 

Charges Ignorance of Market. 

Sudin accused his department of 
ignorance of world market condi- 
tions, failure to benefit by oppor- 
tunities, failure to develop possi- 
bilities for increasing foreign ex- 
change resources and failure to 
obtain best possible prices in for- 
eign buying.

| WAS OVER 110, RECOVERING 


Victim of Heat Prostration Much 
Improved; His Fever Is 
Down to 101. 

Fred H. Hallbruegge, St. Charles 
County farmer is recovering at St. 
Joseph's Hospital, St. Charles, from 
heat prostration which caused him, 
on the day when he was brought 
to the hospital, to have a tempera- 
ture in excess of 110 degrees, Fahr- 

enheit. 

This is an exceedingly high 
tempertaure, even in a heat case, 
where fever is usually high. Dr. 
T. L. Hardin, county physician, who 
examined Hallbruegge when he was 
‘brought in on July 16, took his 
temperature three times with dif- 
ferent thermometers. Each time 
the reading showed higher than 
the top mark of 110 degrees. Hall- 
bruegge received immediate treat- 
ment, including intravenous injec- 
tions of saline solution, and his 
fever slowly receded. His tempera- 
ture yesterday was 101.8.

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USE OF INSULIN 
IN MENTAL CASES 
70 BE TRIED HERE 


City Sanitarium to Treat Se- 
lected Dementia Praecox 
Beginning in 


Patients 
September. ‘ 


The widely-discussed insulin 


shock treatment for dementia prae- 
cox will be given to a few selected 


patients at the City Sanitarium 
starting in September. Because the 
treatment requires constant medi- 
cal and nursing supervision, it will 
be impossible to give it to the large 
number of patients who might be 
benefited, until the staff can be 
enlarged and a special fund ob- 
tained. 

In other institutions where the 
procedure has been tried, 60 to 65 
per cent of the patients improved. 
Most success is attained with the 
paranoid type of schizophrenia and 
with patients ill six months or less. 
At City Sanitarium more than half 
the patients are schizophrenics, or 
split personalities, and therefore 


Discovered by Accident. 

It was less than four years ago 
that Dr. Manfred Sakel of Vienna 
hit upon the new treatment for de- 
mentia praecox. He had under his 
care a victim of that disorder, but 
was treating him with insulin for 
morphine addiction. He noticed that 
the insulin apparently relieved the 
mental troubles also. He extended 
the insulin treatment to other 
schizophrenics, and discovered that 
they, too, were improved. 

Thus the very condition which 
doctors try to avoid in giving in- 
sulin to diabetics, namely insulin 
shock, proved to be of benefit in 
treating dementia praecox, as Dr. 
Sakel produced in his. patients 
daily shocks with very high doses 
of insulin. Usually the shocks pro- 
duced somnolence or coma _ and 
were accompanied by profuse per- 
spiration. Occasionally the shocks 


patients showed sudden improve- 
ment after the first shock, but 
more often they improved gradu- 
ally after a series of shocks, pro- 
duced by the insulin lowering the 
sugar in their blood. 

“When we consider that patients 
who come to us for treatment are 
generally looked upon as lost or 
very seriously ill,” Dr. Sakel wrote, 
“T think there is justification for 
attempting a treatment, 
dangerous, which gives some prom- 
ise of success.” 


Today the treatment is 
used at 17 or more institutions in 
the United States, after wide tests 
in Europe. Of the first 200 patients 
treated with insulin shock in Eu- 
rope, only three died. 

However, the Committee on Pub- 
lic Education of the American 
Psychiatric Association issued a 
warning that the exact value of 
insulin shock treatment of demen- 
tia praecox is yet to be determined, 


for all cases and that 


adequately trained to meet the dan- 
gers connected with the treatment. 

In most hospitals, the treatment 
is largely like that worked out by 
Dr. Sakel. In the first phase, the 
patient gets moderate doses of in- 
isulin in increasing amounts until 
‘coma is producerd. That pacifies 
excited patients. 

The actual attack on the disease 
comes in the second stage, when 
the doses are powerful enough to 
produce a series of low blood sugar 
states. Patients get so hungry asa 
result of the absence of sugar in 
their bodies that they often hide 
food or candy under their pillows, 
sheets or mattresses. 

There then follows a rest period 
of one or more days in which the 
patient gets no insulin. In the final 
phase the patient receives 
sufficiently large doses again to 
produce mild reactions for short 
periods. That stabilizes the patient, 
ending the treatment. 

During the course of the treat- 
ment it sometimes happens that 
even after a patient has been given 
sugar to counteract the effects of 
the insulin, there is a_ reaction, 
spoken of as a late shock. To guard 
against that type of reaction at 
Bellevue Hospital patients get lolli- 
pops during the afternoon .

' ‘The lowered rates apply to new 
and renewal policies and are in ad- 
dition to those made immediately 
following the insurance rate set- 
tlement of 1935, O’Malley said in a 
prepared statement. 

“They are a part of the plan of 
rate adjustment, through rerating 
of individual risks, provided in the 
compromise agreement for settle- 
ment of the 13-year-old rate litiga- 
tion,” the statement said.

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ARMS FUR PEASANTS 
IN MEXICAN LAND FIGHT 


Hacienda Where Several Were 
Killed Is Expropriated in 
Distribution Program. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., July 24. — Ex- 
propriation of El Petate hacienda, 
where several peasants were killed 
recently, widened the breach be- 
tween exponents of Mexico’s land 
distribution program and the land- 
ed interests today. 


At the same time, President Car- 
denas ordered the War Depart- 
ment to arm organized peasants so 
they might defend themselves 
against what he called “reaction- 
aries” trying to block his program. 


Gov. Luis Rodriguez of Guana- 
juato, formerly President Carde- 
nas’ private secretary, issued the 
decree expropriating the hacienda. 

The President blamed “unlawful 
holders of large estates” for activi- 


ties of armed rebels in the states 
of Guanajuato, Puebla and Jalisco. 

He asserted that in some  in- 
stances peasants had not obtained 
“lands to which they were en- 
titled” because of “persecution and 
assassination at the hands of ma- 
rauders.” 


In some quarters it was believed 
the President’s statement was _in- 
fluenced by Gov. Rodriguez’ prev- 
ious announcement that for such 
crimes as the Guanajuato killings, 
properties would be expropriated. 

The War Department immediately 
ordered enlistment of semi-military 
farmers’ organizations in the army 
reserve. 


State authorities were instructed 
to take action against landowners 
“considered accomplices” in block- 
ing land distribution. 

For several years the Mexican 
Government has been working on 
an Agrarian program designed to 
break up huge estates and divide 
the land among small! farmers. This 
program has precipitated frequent 
conflicts.

Howard Star Runs Mile and

NEW YORK, July 24—A _ 23- 
year-old record was smashed by the 
flying hoofs of the great Seabiscuit 
today as he streaked to an easy 
conquest in the $7500 added Yonk- 
ers Handicap, closing feature of 
Empire City’s racing season. 

Despite the crushing impost of 
129 pounds, the four-year-old form- 
er Wheatley Stable handicap star 
from Mrs. C. S. Howard’s barn won 
his sixth straight stake triumph by 
four lengths in the time of 1:44 1-5, 
which shaved two-thirds of a sec- 
ond off the record set in 1914 by 
Morrow over the 1 1-16 mile route. 
Jesting was second; Corinto third. 
Seabiscuit paid his backers even 
money. 

The victory added $8225 to Sea- 
biscuit’s winnings. He now has won 
$90,250 this year or almost 14 times 
what he cost his California owner. 

A closing day throng of 15,000 
watched the fleet son of Hard Tack 
wing his way to victory. With Jock- 
ey J. Pollard in the stirrups, Sea- 
biscuit was rated just off the early 
pace set by Jesting but moved into 
the lead at the three-quarters. He 
was two lengths in front at the 
stretch and finished easey up and 
just galloping. 

Jesting, given a 21-pound pull in 
the weights, ran a splendid race 
but couldn’t match the long strid- 
ing Seabiscuit. Jesting finished 
three lengths ahead of Corinto. 
Thorson finished fourth, Dark Hope 
fifth and Roustabout last in the 
six-horse race. 

Seabiscuit opened his winning 
drive after being nosed out by 
Rosemont in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. Since then he has not 
been defeated.

IGH waters have for the past week caused fishing to be rather 
In general, all streams are up and 


still murky, after a severe wind and rainstorm which extended 


over the southern half of the State, saving the corn crop but playing 


havoc with fishing. 

A few of the smaller streams 
such as the Maries, White and 
James Rivers, were not so severely 
affected as: were the Gasconade, 
Meramec, Big and Bourbeuse Riv- 
ers, to mention a few. The Lake 
of the Ozarks is in fair condition, 
especially the feeder streams. Fish- 
ermen at the Niangua arm, usually 
a good measuring stick for the 
small streams emptying into the 
lake, have been reporting catches of 
silver bass and jack salmon. 

Providing there are no more 
rains, the waters should be in good 
condition for next week-end. 


S. O. S. Bullfrog 


At the beginning of the last ses- 
sion of the State Legislature it was 
reported that frogs were to be pro- 
tected by legislative action. Four 
years ago such a bill was intro- 
duced. It was killed in committee. 
No such bill was even introduced 
this year. 

The frog population of this State 
is being reduced materially because 
they are taken in such large num- 
bers to satisfy commercial de- 
mands. 


Five Men Catch 210 Frogs 


A typical case cited by the South 
Missourian-Democrat (Alton, Mo.) 
in a letter to this department por- 
trays a striking reason for the de- 
crease in the number of frogs. 

“Five men from Arkansas are 
this week floating down Eleven 
Points River on a frog hunt; Mon- 
day night they left Thomasville in 
two boats and floated until daylight 
at which time they had collected 
210 frogs. Tuesday night they con- 
tinued and picked up approximately 
150 more frogs. When interviewed 
at Riverton they stated they would 
float into Arkansas and ship their 
catch to a St. Louis market. The 
group is equipped with patented 
frog spears, travel in two boats 
and work each bank of the river. 
A car is driven by one of the party 
from starting point to next camp 
and from their equipment and busi- 
nesslike manner we can be assured 
only a few frogs are going to es- 
cape.” 

Frog hunting is a sport in itself 
and is enjoyed by many in con- 
junction with a fishing trip or, per- 
haps, to replace angling altogether. 
With these persons the maximum 
take is usually not great. Frog 
conservationists believe all frog 
hunters should be limited in the 
number taken. 


Get the Snappers 


Sportsmen are discussing a get- 
together on another problem, the 
snapping turtle. 

Turtles not only play havoc with 
fish but find ducklings extremely 


palatable. The technique employed 
in getting food is usually to lie 
half submerged in mud and lash 
out a snake-like neck with light- 
ning speed, grabbing the prey be- 
tween sharp, hooked jaws. Due 
to the fact that the snapper 
lunches exclusively beneath the wa- 
ter he grabs the duckling by a 
foot and drowns it by submerging 
before devouring the hapless fowl. 

The turtle thrives everywhere 
and due to its natural armor coat 
plus its ability to strike swiftly it 
has few natural enemies capable 
of battling on even terms. Only 
sporadic attempts have been made 
to rid the rivers, ponds and streams 
of this menace to fish and fowl 
and for these two reasons the snap- 
per has increased throughout the 
years. 

New York recently enlisted the 
aid of all sports clubs and conser- 
vation units for a real war ageinst 
the turtle. Traps were set and ré- 
sults were excellent. A _ similar 
move would undoubtedly be wel- 
comed in Missouri by the fish as 


well as the fishermen.

Dog Days 

According to Dr. Edwin R. 
Blamey, official veterinarian of the 
American Kennel Club, “men who 
wear woolen socks and dogs that 
keep their natural coats of hair 
during the summer are cooler, by 
far, than men who change to silk 
hose and dogs that are clipped 
down to the skin.” This is be- 
cause woolen socks are poor con- 
ductors of heat from the pave- 
ments; and the coat of = dog serves 
to diffuse the rays of the sun. 

In most breeds of dog, the win- 
ter coat is shed naturally; . but 
many ill-informed owners make the 
mistake of removing most of the 
summer coat as well. At big ken- 
nels it is the practice to aid the 
dog in shedding by combing out 
the dead hair; but it is very essen- 
tial that enough be left to give pro- 
tection from the sun, flies and 
other pests. 

The diet should be carefully 
watched. No dog should be de- 
prived of protein in summer. Raw 
or cooked beef, cooked lamb, fresh- 
ly killed horse meat and fresh fish 
should make up the meat diet. 
Canned salmon makes a good sub- 
stitute for meat in the summer. 

Vegetables provide the best form 
of roughage. When variety is 
deemed essential a mixture of raw, 
fresh vegetables may be chopped 
finely and mixed with the -eat. 
The only vegetables which should 
be avoided are peas, lima beans, 
corn and potatoes. Dogs can use 
plenty of fresh water but not im- 
mediately after eating.

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FLOOD RELICF WORK 
REPORT OF RED GROSS 


Chairman Grayson Shows $20,- 
937,000 Expended in Ohio 
and Mississippi Valleys. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 24. — The 
American Red Cross reported today 
that $20,937,943 had been spent to 
date on flood relief in the Ohio and 
Mississippi Valleys since early in 
January. 

Admiral Cary T. Grayson, chair- 
man, said the entire $25,391,000 re- 
lief fund donated by the public had 
been allocated and expenditures 
were continuing at the rate of $1,- 
000,000 a week. He reported $10,- 
286,628 had been spent for rescue, 
feeding, shelter, clothing, medical 
care, and sanitary measures re- 
quired by the emergency which af- 
fected 1,500,000 persons. 

Returning 97,000 families to their 
homes and farms, which the Red 
Cross rebuilt or repaired, refur- 
nished or otherwise restored will 
cost another $14,738,000, he added. 

The preliminary report was made 
in a letter to 3700 Red Cross chap- 
ters. A more comprehensive report 
will be filed with Congress later. 

The largest expenditure was in 
Kentucky, which was allocated $9,- 
241,500 for the combined emergen- 


cy relief and rehabilitation phases 


of the program.

More than 3,600 nurses 
were assigned, nearly 300 emerg- 
ency field hospitals were operated, 
and 5,400 boats were used in rescue.

GENERALLY 6 PCT. 


in Year Estimated at 10 
Per Cent, 245 Cities’ 
Survey Shows. 


What is the present actual inter- 
est rate at which first mortgage 
loans on new moderately priced 
homes are now most commonly be- 
ing made? 

This question, on one of the key 
factors affecting new home buying 
and home building, was asked by 
the National Association of Real 


Estate Boards in its Twenty-ninth 
semi-annual survey of the real es- 
tate market, last section of which 
was released today. 

Of 245 cities from which Cconfi- 
dential reports on this question 
were made to the association by its 
member real estate boards, the 
largest number still check 6 per 
cent as their commonest rate for 
new mortgages of this type. This 
rate, commonest in 59 per cent 
of the cities, has held this po- 
sition steadily through the recov- 
ery years, as shown by like in- 
quiries conducted by the associa- 
tion semi-annually since February, 
1935. 

But 13.5 per cent of all the cities, 
in naming the rate at which their 
new home loans are being made, 
gave no figure so low as 6 per cent 
as common. In other words their 
entire range was above 6 per cent. 
Of the 245 cities, 9 per cent stated 
that their new home loans are most 
commonly being made at 7 per cent 
or some higher rate. But only 1 
per cent of the cities gave their 
range as up to 8 per cent. 

On the other hand, first home 
mortgages made today commonly 
carry an interest rate under 6 per 
cent in 43 per cent of all the cities 
replying. The range of rates now

Building in 44 States Dur- 
ing First Half of Year 
Gained 15 Pct. Over 
Same 1936 Period. 


The midyear construction survey 
as compiled by Robert D. Steele, 
statistician, of the National As- 
sociation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, reveals no visible signs of 
a letdown. A moderate upturn is 
indicated for 1937 over the com- 
parable six months of 1936. Dollar 
valuation for the first six months 
of 1937 for 44 states was $1,558,- 
619,517, against $1,345,768,953 for the 
same 1936 period—a 15 per cent in- 
crease. The 1935 midyear showed 
$758,748,922, .Comparing the 1935 
and 1936 midyears, there was an 85 


per cent increase in 1936 over 1935. 
Thirty-five scattered cities select- 
ed according to rank are quoted 
giving the status of the first six 
months’ periods of 1936 and 1937. 


84,858 Permits Issued. 

As reported by E. M. Craig, secre- 
tary of the association, 84,858 per- 
mits were issued in these 35 cities 
for the first half against 72,218 in 
the same 1936 period. Permit valua- 
tion was $358,707,222 for the 1937 
half-year against $269,990,431 for the 
1936 half-year. With the exceptions 
of Cincinnati, St. Paul, Nashville, 
Atlanta, Hammond, Reading and 
Peoria, all other cities show in- 
creases over their 1936 half years. 
The report continues as follows: 

“New York City maintains fore- 
most place in the national con- 
struction derby and leads these 35 
cities for dollar valuation. Amer- 
ica’s premier city also continues 
to outrun all cities on residential 
units with an estimated number 
of 20,680 for the first 1937 half 
year. This latter figure includes 
homes and apartments. Los An- 
geles is the next star performer for 
valuation and new homes with $31,- 
260,348 in valuation and 4219 new 
homes for the first 1937 half. Chi- 
cago’s contribution the first half 
of 1937 was 624 homes against 352 
new homes for the 1936 half year. 
A year ago Chicago held ninth po- 
sition among the major cities for 
building volume. Chicago now 
holds fifth place in the construc- 
tion picture, having dislodged Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
Cleveland. 


35,528 Homes Completed. 

“Thirty-five thousand five hun- 
dred and twenty-eight homes with 
a value of $155,139,724 were com- 
pleted or under way in 32 of the 
35 cities during the first half of 
1937. In the 1936 half year there 
were 26,557 new homes with a value 
of $119,687,457. These new home 
statistics do not include the sub- 
urban building activities of com- 
munities adjacent to and not a 
part of the major cities. Home 
and apartment building is the pace- 
maker among private construction 
types. They account for over 40 
per cent of the permit valuation 
of the 32 cities. Most of these 
homes range in value from $4000 
to $8000. In the Middle West a 
surprising volume of industrial ex- 
pansion work is.proceeding. 

“Cincinnati complains of a very 
serious home shortage. Boston re- 
ports an estimated deficiency of 
32,413 family units. Gary, Ind., 
says there is a marked shortage of 
both homes and apartments.”

T ove smail house that achieves 


owner’s dream and that is one 
reason why the New England Cape 
Cod house in its various adapta- 


tions has found so many advocates | 


here in the Middle West. These 
small houses with their compact 
entrance halls and large living 
rooms have found particular favor 
with the owner who wants to keep 
the cost of his house within a def- 
inite price bracket. 

The house shown here is a more 
spacious adaptation of the small 
Cape Cod house. In order to find 
room for some of the “extras” 
which the owner specified the 
kitchen and breakfast rooms were 
placed in a wing which connected 
with the garage by a covered walk. 


The house faces east, the coveted | 


exposure for dining and breakfast 
rooms, providing morning sun for 
the early riser. The garage is lo- 
cated on the north side and affords 
some protection from cold north 
winds. 

The first floor plan has some un- 
usual features. A large living room 
occupies one entire side of the 
house and has a screened porch 
opening off the south side. The 
porch wing is balanced by the 
kitchen wing which combines with 
a small breakfast nook. Back of 
the dining room is a small pine 
panelled library with plaster ceil- 
ing and built-in shelves. A lavatory 
and large closet open off the tiny 
hall here which also gives access 


to the basement stairs. The wood 
trim on the first floor is knotty, 


pine in natural finish. Cabinets in 
the kitchen are of gum in natural 
finish. The kitchen floor and 
wainscoting are covered with lino- 
leum with the colors set at brown, 
tan, cream and red for the key- 
note. 

The second floor provides two 
bedrooms and one bath, with a sun 
deck over the screened porch. Both 
bedrooms have two exposures and 
a large closet with a window. A 
large, cedar-lined storage opens off 
the south bedroom. A large bath 
with shower opens off a small hall 
at the stair head. A linen closet 
also opens on this hall. 


OOD trim throughout the 
Wsecona floor is gum finished, 

finished naturally. Lavatory 
and bath have white fixtures, tile 
floors and wainscoting. Walls 
throughout are to be done in tinted 
plaster and papered eventually. 
Floors on the first floor are dark, 
stained oak. 

The house is of sandmold brick 
with a black composition shingle 
roof.

The 
entrance is typically Colonial with 
paneled, slightly recessed door and 
brass finish hardware. The founda- 
tion is of poured concrete. A fire- 
place has been built in the basement 
for the future game room. Flues 
for stoker-fired, air-conditioning 
furnace and fireplaces are centrally 
located. The house is under con- 
struction in Clayton on an acre of 
ground which is nicely wooded.

House Is Judged by | 


Appearance of Pain 


There are two things by which a 
new house is judged by the casual 
observer, and those are the paint 
and the trim, or woodwork. If the 


paint is smooth and sleek, and if 
the trim is carefully joined and 
fitted and the moldings are neat 
and well designed, Mr. Average 
Man says to himself: “Here is a 
well-built house.” 

It is therefore essential in de- 
signing a house that the greatest 
care be used in these fininshing 
items, for no matter how stout the 
frame may be or how excellent the 
insulation, the wiring, and _ the 
plumbing, if the finish is poor, the 
house will be set down as an in- 
ferior product. 

Unfortunately, the trim is about 
the last part of the house installed, 
and the painting is the last opera- 
tion. So if money has begun to 
run low when these are reached, 
there is a tendency to skimp, and 
the part of the job that is there for 
all the world to see is not up to 
the standard of the rest of the 
house. 

There should be no skimping on 
the hidden frame or on the other 
necessary elements of the house 
that do not meet the eye. But there 
should be an excellence in these 
two visible items that will mark 
the character of the whole build- 


ing.

Imagine my surprise 
when I found it so delectable that 
I asked for more: And also. to 
know how it was prepared. 

Our good waiter beamed with 
pride and hurried out to cal] the 
cook, introducing him magnificent- 
ly: “This is Juan Sebastiano, the 
best cook in all South America. 
Juan, please explain to these ladies 
how you prepare this ‘plato!’ ” 
“Senoras,” began Juan who had 
‘suddenly taken on a new impor- 
tance, “this is the Congrio, the giant 


principal dish, but only in Cama- 
guey, Cuba, did we have fish as a 
pickle. We were the special guests 
of a Finca owner. When we en- 
tered his veranda for dinner the 
table was overloaded with good 
things to eat. And of all the ap- 
petizing dishes served during the 
meal the pickled flounder’ stood 
out for its unusual savor. As soon 
as we politely could we cornered 
our hostess and urged her to give 
us her recipe. 


PICKLED FLOUNDER 

One (two pound) flounder. 

Salt. 

Pepper. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One and one-half cups 
crumbs. 

Deep hot fat. 

Two cups vinegar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One bay leaf. 

Pinch thyme. 

Clean flounder. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Brush with egg. Roll 
in one-half cup bread crumbs. Fry 
until golden brown in hot fat (375 
degrees). Place in shallow pan. 
Combine vinegar and seasonings 
and heat. Pour over fish. Top with 
bread crumbs. Broil until crumbs 
are brown. Serve very hot, or very 
cold. Approximate yield: Six small 
portions. 

It isn’t unusual in any Spanish 


bread 


yolks, parsley, chopped up filberts 
and a little bit of water. There was 
a flavor however that baffled us. 
We decided it might be a few drops 
of lemon juice and a bit of vinegar. 

From Irun in the North to Cadiz 
in the South we had crawfish of 
every possible size from one and a 
half inches in length to the size of 
our own small lobsters. These lar- 
ger ones are known as “langostas” 
(lobster) and the smaller sizes as 
“langostinis.” We had langostas 
fried, langostas boiled, langostas in 
vinegar, langostas in every conceiv- 
able way but the kind that best 
satisfied our palate was “langostas 
assadas.” This delectable repast in 
itself was baked with butter and 
wine, served with a sauce of olive 
oil, laurel leaf, chopped up nuts, 
salt, pepper and the yolk of a hard 
cooked egg, and garnished with 
sliced hard cooked eggs, fillets of 
anchovies and slices of fresh cu- 
cumber and lemon.

F YOU ARE one of those who be- 
[eve that our “artificial” civiliza- 

tion is holding you down, phys- 
ically and spiritually, your time is 
at hand to return to nature. Sum- 
mer is here and beckons you to 
natural, if not to primitive, sur- 
roundings. And while I agree with 
Dr. Yerbury Dent in his lately pub- 
lished “The Human Machine,” that 
“going back to nature” is a phrase 
that has no meaning, that civilized 
town life is as natural as life in the 
country or in the bush, or in a 
nudist colony, or in the primeval 
sea, stil] there are certain natural 
things that we can do in the sum- 
mer time better than in the winter. 

One is to let our skins breathe. 
I most heartily indorse the modern 
habit of exposing most of the skin 
to sun and air. One sees it more 
at the beaches, but even in the 
midst of a busy city thoroughfare 
there are bare legs and arms and 
necks aplenty. It is a good and 
healthy thing, and I only wish the 
men would to a greater extent 
emulate the women in this _ hy- 
gienic fashion. Think of the hor- 
rible suits that our grandparents 
wore, that covered up every inch 
of skin, and suffocated it just as 
much ag staying indoors in the 
winter. The prudes may feel that 
the seaside exposure today is 
perilous for the soul, but there is 
no question that it is salvation for 
brother body. 

—-0-0-— 

THE REACTIONS of the skin 
are far more numerous than we yet 
know. We are learning something 
about them, and the more we know 
the more we realize how profound- 
ly they affect the “internal” mech- 
anisms. 

The effect of sunlight on the skin 
is, for one thing, to form vitamin 
D, which, among other functions, 
probably conditions muscular tone. 
After being formed in the _§ skin, 
this is stored in the liver. 

Many drugs and other (toxic) 
substances when injected by a hy- 
podermic needle into the real skin 
itself have a far more rapid action 
than when injected beneath the 
skin or into the blood stream. In 
/many instances they have peculiar 
|effects entirely different from 
those produced by their presence in 
the blood. A drug which when 
taken by mouth or injected in the 
bloodstream simply causes sweat- 
ing, will, when injected into the 
skin itself, cause an extensive 
eruption and vomiting. 

—-0-0o-— 

THUS THE PLAY of air and sun 
over the skin produces changes in 
the small blood vessels, flooding 
some areas, emptying others, and 
| this 
lates the heart and, through it, all 
'the internal organs. Chemical re- 
actions in the blood occur and elim- 
ination is stimulated. 

Perhaps other of our summer 
activities are instinctively based 
on a subconscious primitive knowl- 
edge of our bodily needs. “Vomit- 
ing is the most emotional activity 
of our body,” says Dr. Dent. 
'“Most animals feel the need of an 
‘occasional emetic. They will eat 
grass, rotten food, stones and 
earth even, to produce it. Civilized 
man, without knowing why, will do 
the most strange things for the 
same end. He will go on swings, 
merry-go-rounds, roller coasters, 
witching waves, a day on the 
briny, for the same physiological 
effect, and if this holiday succeeds 
in producing it, it will have been a 
more successful holiday.” Coney 
Island, here we come!

‘ers, and you can utilize one of 
‘them to rinse your hair. Then take 
‘a towel and dry your locks thor- 
‘oughly. Permit the sun and wind 
‘to reach your hair and scalp at the 
‘same time, too. 

| Of course, no damsel can stand 
‘under a shower after she’s had her 
permanent or natural wave set, 
‘and expect it to look just as well 
after the rinsing. The thing she 
‘can do, however, is to press the 
waves back in her hair after she’s 
‘rinsed it. And with a bit of prac- 
tice she should become quite expert 
at resetting her own tresses.

FIRST RINSE the hair well, and 
remove all excess moisture with a 
towel. Then comb it, pressing the 
waves back in at the top, bringing 
the hair back behind the ears and 
curling the ends around your fin- 
gers in back. Then pin the curls 
in until your hair is thoroughly 
dry. 

In the actual setting of the hair 
after it has been rinsed, first place 
your middle finger in the position 
where you wish your first wave to 
be, and press it firmly against your 
‘head. Then place your comb in 
| your hair close to your finger, and 
'bring the hair forward toward your 
'forehead in a graceful dip. 

Pinch the resulting ridge  be- 
tween your middle and index fin- 
ger to make it more pronounced. 
After the first ridge has been com- 
pleted, place your middle finger di- 
rectly below it and comb your hair 
toward the back of your head. 
Pinch the second ridge in the same 
manner as the first. 

Continue this procedure for the 
entire length of your hair. If you 
wear your hair behind your ears, 
arrange it in that manner. If you 
‘wear it before your ears, take this 
‘into consideration when resetting 
it. If you wish to curl up the ends, 
twist them into tiny circles and 
insert hairpins to hold them in 
'place. Then let your hair dry 
thoroughly, and when it’s dry, comb 
it out,

The 
eyes should remain tightly closed 
until the mascara has been come- 
pletely removed. Then apply a gen- 
erous quantity of cold cream to the 
skin, smoothing ft over the entire 
face. 

The cream cleansing will remove 
any remaining bits of the mascara, 
Remove the cream with soft cleans- 
ing tissues, and apply a mild as- 
tringent to close the pores and to 
remove: every last vestige of the 
grease.

Jean Harlow's Farewell A Sportive One

EAN Harlow’s unfinished pic- 
J ture is finished and on exhibi- 

tion at Loew's Theater. Not 
only is it a lively comedy romance 
and a very worthy example of the 
talented young actress’ work, but 
it also represents a notable achieve- 
ment of the studio in carrying on 
under a handicap. 


After all that has appeared in 
public print about whether the 
studios would have to junk the pic- 
ture or not, how much loss there 
would be, all about the fans’ im- 
ploring requests that the film be 
completed or shown uncompleted, 
the approach to “Saratoga” must 
necessarily be one of curiosity. 
Can you tell, everyone will ask, 
where they put in a double for the 
late Miss Harlow? 

You can and you will be not 
much smarter than your neighbor 
in your detective work. Although 
one’s suspicions are active from the 
first, no substitution is apparent 
unti] about two reels from the fin- 
ish. There a young woman sup- 
posed to be Harlow turns a very 
pretty back to the camera, or ob- 
scures her face with field-glasses, 
or is beheld only through a pic- 
ture hat, and you know, to your 
great satisfaction, that Hollywood 
hasn't fooled you this time. The 
voice that goes with the double, 
itself a “dubbed-in” feature, ap- 
proximates that of the one-time 
platinum blonde queen but nothing 
more. Yet, as we recall the many 
times Harlow’s studio dubbed in a 
singing voice for her in her life- 
time, this seems no disrespect. 

Curiosity satisfied, any Harlow 
fan must recognize that “Saratoga” 
goes with the better Harlow pic- 
tures. Anita Loos and Robert Hop- 
kins have written a_ story and 
screen play that give new insight 
into the life surrounding horse-rac- 
ing and have added some involve- 
ments to the horse-girl-mortgage 
story. The scale of production ana 
Jack Conway's direction have built 
up a noisy background of track, 
hotel, stables, racing trains, favor- 
ite bars and peculiar behavior of 
track followers.

Lionel Barrymore's 
rascally old grandfather represents 
a wide departure from his oft-imi- 
tated acting style. Frank Morgan 
and Una Merkel team together for 
good comedy, Cliff Edwards sup- 
plies musical relief, Margaret Ham- 
ilton has an amusing scene and 
Hattie McDaniels does the darky 
servant that is indispensable to 
films about tall-columned houses 
and horse farms. And, if you don’t 
mind, I like the blonde who sings 
“Saratoga.” 

Clark Gable’s bookmaker is made 
to measure and everyone knows 
how Clark wears his garments. His 
favorite expression to everybody, 
“Grandpa, I love you” or “Fritzi, I 
love you,” stands a chance of be- 
coming the great slang phrase of 
the year. Also a nonsense song, 
“The Horse With the Dreamy 
Eyes,” which may or may not be in 
the repertory of more knowing bal- 
ladiers than I, will become the life 
of many a party. 

“Saratoga” is Loew's single fea- 
ture entry. The short subjects in- 
clude a Disney cartoon, “Don Don- 
ald,” and a “Crime Doesn’t Pay” 
selection, this one about the _ hi- 
jacking of trucks and the sale of 
tainted meat. It outdoes the crime 
melodrama of greater length in 
sheer interest. Even as an early 
one of this series gave Robert Tay- 
lor his chance, it is to be hoped 
that the present one advances 
Howard Phillips, who did an excep- 
tional job in “White Bondage” at 
the Fox some weeks ago and who 


accurately characterizes the easy 
tool and victim of the racketeers 
this time. 


Meet the Missus 


OPPING the program at the 
T Ambassador, it seems to me, is 

the Victor Moore-Helen Broder- 
ick comedy, “Meet the Missus,” sub- 
ordinate in the billing to “Ever 
Since Eve.” Whereas “Ever Since 
Eve” goes in for a preposterous lot 
of taffy-pulling to get Marion Da- 
vies and Robert Montgomery mar- 
ried, “‘Meet the Missus” makes 
great burlesque of prize contests, 
Atlantic City pageants and the ex- 
ploitation campaign for Happy 
Noodles. 

Moore and Broderick are hus- 
band and wife. The Missus, who 
lets her husband do all the house- 
keeping, wins the right to repre- 
sent the Mid-West in the “Perfect 
Housewife” contest at Atlantic City. 
Hubby goes along to do all the 
work required in the final contest. 
Somehow the very sight of roly- 
poly Mr. Moore carrying a banner 
or marching in parade is funny of 
itself. Let him appear in a striped 
bathing suit as the leader of a male 
beauty contest and the pleasure’s 
enormous. 

“Ever Since Eve” may, perhaps, 
refer to the age of the idea. Ma- 
rion Davies plays ugly duckling 
during the day and bird of para- 
dise at night, and Robert Mont- 
gomery, poor fellow, can’t see 
through the disguise. Set in be- 
tween its two features the Ambas- 
sador shows a color short subject, 
“Trees,” with some startlingly beau- 
tiful photographic effects.

ACK OAKIE, a fun-maker of 
Dione experience and great inven- 
tive ability, storms through “Su- 
per-Sleuth,” a Class B affair at the 
Fox. Sedalia’s pride and joy does

often has been the case ere now, 
but has a star’s responsibilities. 
With a little more help from the 
story department, the lad could 
have made much of the occasion.

ARKING an experiment with talent and musical taste and take 
ing rank as one of Municipal Opera’s costliest ventures, 


the 


English translation of Frederick Smetana’s comic opera, “The 
Bartered Bride,’ will be brought to Forest Park tomorrow night, to 


become the eighth ak fresco production of the year. 


The revived 


‘Prince of Pilsen’’ goes back into limbo again this evening. 

The new version of ‘“‘The Bartered Bride’”—St. Louis has never 
seen any version previously—is on the style of one which proved such 
a drawing card in the New York Metropolitan Opera spring season of 
May, 1936, and which at that time attracted the attention of the 


Municipal Opera directors as a possibility for this year. 


It has 


emerged as the most-advertised selection for the summer. 

Two of the original stars at the Metropolitan, George Rasely, tenor, 
and John Gurney, bass-baritone, will be in the cast, and with them 
Joseph Bentonelli, tenor, and Susanne Fisher, soprano, making up @ 
Metropolitan quartet for this week’s show. Eugene Loewenthal, an- 


other grand opera bass-baritone not from the Metropolitan, 


will 


have a leading role, with Municipal Opera regulars supplementing 


these five principal designations. 


The nature of the experiment is in bringing high-priced grand 


opera singers to Forest Park. 


With the field of light opera long ago 


atrophied in the legitimate theater and entertainers of light opera 
grade under secure contra¢t to motion pictures or the radio, Muni- 
cipal Opera scouts have turned their attention to grand opera and 
especially to the spring seasons wherein the Metropolitan, at the bee 
hest of the Julliard Music Foundation, tries out new American sing- 


ers. 


Margaret Daum, for example, is another of those-who scored 


at success at the Metropolitan in May, 1936. . 
In selecting ‘‘The Bartered Bride’ and peopling it with a better 
grade of singers, Municipal Opera is making no attempt to woo its 


patrons to grand opera repertory. 


“The Bartered Bride,” as trans- 


lated into English, merely happened to be the type of thing Municipal 


Opera has been seeking. 


Its opening performance, and the work of 


Rasely as a stuttering half-wit, brought roars of laughter to the 
Metropolitan, and in repeat performances big, paying audiences as 


well. 


The opera, which came out originally in 1866, was written by 
Smetana as a national opera, to reflect Bohemian life and character, 


and into its overture, long a favorite for symphonic rendition,

worked several national airs. The text to be used here is by Libushka 
Bartusek of Chicago, one which was modified by the Metropolitan 


in its prouction, according to best information, 


The opera has been 


heard in the United States since 1911, but always in German pre- 


viously.

Younger Talent 
Scarce as Theater 
Season Comes On 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 24. 

HILE this is not an invitation 
W..: an avalanche of would-be 

young actors and actresses to 
storm Broadway, a check-up at this 
interlude before the new season re- 
veils that there isn’t an overabun- 
dance of promising new actors and 
actresses to take the leading roles 
of new plays. Where the theater 
used to have a blanket choice, now 
it has the competition of movies 
and radio, both bidding for talented 
faces and promising voices. 


Last season the theater discov- 
ered only about a dozen new play- 
ers of star or semi-star’ caliber, 
while there was a time when four 
or five dozen unknown players 
would bob up with a definite bid 
for stardom. 

Katharine Locke, blond and tall, 
achieved the best impression with 
her performance in “Having Won- 
derful Time,” and was immediately 
signed by the cinema studios which 
she had been trying to invade for 
so many discouraging months. Miss 
Locke is an excellent, capable ac- 
tress, but she had to come to Broad- 
way to prove that _fact to her own 
home folks on the Hollywood lots. 

Too, there is that Minneapolis 
boy, Eddie Albert. He is a recruit 
from acting on radio sketches, did 
very well in the play “Brother Rat” 
and now is doing unusually well as 
a sort of comic juvenile in “Room 
Service.” Albert is the sort of ac- 
tor with a comedy face and a lot 
of talent who will end by being a 
first rate Shakespearean or classi- 
cal actor. 

But the unknown actor who real- 
ly impressed is Orson Welles, a 
youth of 22 who, at first glance, is 
a bit stout and considerably unro- 
mantic. But the lad knows how to 
act. In the W P A production of 
“Dr. Faustus” he attracted cheers, 
a triumph he won after playing a 
very indifferent juvenile in “Ten 
Million Ghosts” earlier in the sea- 
son. Previously he had played bits 
in a couple of Katharine Cornell 
shows. 

Welles’ success is an encourage- 
ment to actors unsuited to romantic 
roles. It also suggests to managers 
that it is possible to give character 
leads to the younger actors, which 
not only varies the dramatic fare, 
but perhaps would protect these 
same managers from the raids of 
Hollywood. Yet for all his failure 
to conform to the Robert Taylor re- 
quirements of the films, Welles is 
eagerly sought by the West Coast. 
It is his present plan, however, to 
remain on Broadway, probably as 
the youngest of the actor-managers.

'Baidukov Tells in Diary of 
Party at Soviet Ruler's 

'| Home; Finds Dictator 

| Kindly and Wise.

MOSCOW, July. 
EORGE BAIDUKOYV, one of the pilots of 
(5% first red-winged airplane that flew 
across the North Pole from Moscow to the 
United States, landing at Vancouver, Wash., 
on June 20, could serve as model for the 
slowly-forming pattern of Soviet success story. 
He began as one of the ragged waifs, or 
‘‘bezprizshorniki,’’ who drifted across the 
face of Russia after their parents and homes 
had been destroyed by the civil war. In little 
more than 10 years he became a “hero of 
the Soviet Union,” a friend of Josef Stalin 
and a budding Horatio Alger of the Soviet 
scene. 

In “October,” literary organ of the Soviet 
Writers’ Union, he has just published in 
diary form some of the comments on life of 
a Siberian peasant boy who made good in 
the big city. They include his sensations on 
his Arctic flight last summer with Valery, 
Chkalov, his impressions of Paris and Rheims 
where he was sent as a reward for the record- 
breaking flight, and his feeling about the 
colors made on Siberian ice by the shadows 
of a plane’s wing. : 

The most interesting chapter is his account 
of a party at Stalin’s “‘datcha,” or country 
home, near Sotchi on the Black Sea, where 
the secretary of the Communist party passes 
his summer vacation. No modern ruler of 
Stalin’s importance has so successfully kept 
his private life to himself, and Baidukov’s 
literary debut is for this reason a minor his- 
torical document. 

House Amid Fruit Trees. 

| The party took place last autumn, when 
_Chkalov, Baidukov and Belyakov were them- 
selves on vacation at Sotchi. The three pi- 
lots and their wives were invited by tele 
phone, and after Chkalov had been discour- 
aged into a soft Russian blouse by nearly an 
hour’s wrestling with a stiff collar, Baidukoyv 
related, they were met at the door of a darke 
green house, surrounded by fruit-trees, by 
Stalin himself and Andrei Zhdanov, secretapy, 
of the Leningrad party organization. 

“He looked at each of us attentively,” the 
flyer wrote. “It was apparent that he wanted 
to find out whether we had been building 

up our strength on our vacation,” 

Stalin led his guests through his orchard, 
pointing out each tree and bush with some- 
thing of an expert’s pride. Baidukoy de< 
scribed his own embarrassment at not know- 
ing the peculiar qualities of the eucalyptus 
tree, and Stalin launched into a long and 
technical explanation of how Americans -had 
used these trees in the struggle against mae 
laria while the Panama Canal was being built,

to transplant eucalyptus trees at Stalingrad,

VICTORY AT LAST. 

The long, uphill fight to free the Scottsboro Ne- 
groes has apparently been won at last. The rape 
charges against five of them have been dropped, 
and there is reason to believe that Gov. Graves of 


Alabama will pardon the four others, against whom 


sentences ranging from 75 years to death are pending. 

Dismissal of the charges against five of the youths 
at Decatur yesterday seems to have resulted from 
long behind-the-scenes efforts to work out a compro- 
mise. If this is the case, one may be sure that the 
negotiators for the Negroes have not agreed to such 
an inconsistency as for the charges against five to be 
dropped while the four others are condemned to spend 
the rest of their lives in prison. 

Whether it is part of an understanding or not, the 
same courageous fight must go on until the four 
facing life sentences are also freed. The only one 
whom there is the slightest ground for keeping in 
prison is Ozzie Powell, who yesterday accepted a 
20-year sentence for stabbing a deputy sheriff who 
was transporting him from Decatur to Birmingham 
after one of the trials two years ago. 

It is heartening to know that justice can be made 
to prevail, by marshaling public opinion, even against 
such stubborn obstacles ag the Scottsboro cases pre- 
sented. Justice is being accomplished now only be- 
cause Alabama was made to bow to world opinion 
and stop her medieval persecution of the Scottsboro 
boys, all of whom have already spent six years in jail. 

The world knew—the thoughtful people of Alabama 
knew—six years ago that the attack charges were an 
audacious frame-up or, at least, that the evidence 
was too palpably weak to justify a conviction. But 
it has taken all the intervening time, together with 
countless columns of publicity in the world press and 
the expenditure of a large sum of méney raised by 
public subscription, to convince the State of Alabama 
that it could not sacrifice nine Negro boys to race

HAPPY DAYS, BUT— 

The country’s farmers this year will have an in- 
come of 10% billion dollars, the highest in eight 
years, according to a Department of Agriculture 
estimate. That is a billion dollars more than last 
year, and five billions more than in 1932. Prices 
for farm products are the best since 1930. The 
farmer now gets 47 cents of every dollar spent for 
food (only % cent less than in prosperous 1929): in 
1932, he got only 32 cents of the consumer’s dollar. 
His real income, as distinguished from cash income, 
is increasing, too, since prices of what the farmer 
sellg are virtually on a par with what he buys.

field of monumental sculpture, only compar- 
atively few of his works have reached this 
country up to the present, which in great 
measure explains the time it has taken for 
America to become acquainted with them. 

Though statements of comparative rank- 
ing among artists are of questionable ad- 
vantage, most qualified critics will agree 
that Milles stands in the very forefront of 
his profession today. Some even go further 
and place him as the outstanding figure of 
the generation that followed Rodin. 

In any case, there can be no question that 
his later works are a distinct contribution 
to the art of sculpture such as is seldom 
seen in any generation and the creation of 
a personal vision of such tremendous pow- 
er and individuality as can be found only 
in a master. 

While serving an apprenticeship with a 
Stockholm cabinet-maker, Milles attended 
evening classes in sculpture. After some 
years, the award of a prize of 200 crowns, 
to him untold wealth, seemed to offer a 
means of realizing his dreams of foreign 
travel. Arrangements were made for him 
to join a friend of his father, who was con- 
ducting a school of Swedish gymnastics in 
South America. En route Milles stopped in 
Paris and there he remained. South America 
lost a teacher of calisthenics, to the great 
benefit of the world of art. 

The story of Milles’ following years is one 
of extreme privation and desperate struggle 
to keep body and soul together while com- 
pleting his artistic education. 

These years of struggle, hampered by lack 
of robust health, no doubt had a profound 
effect upon his temperament, for a strain 
of melancholy is observable in his work for 
many years after. The privations and dis- 
cipline which these struggles imply are con- 
sidered by Milles as the foundation of his 
achievement, as he believes that no artist 
can make a real contribution until he has 
learned himself through such trials. 

In 1909, Milles entered a competition for 
a monument to Swedish industry. His proj- 
ect, a fountain, marks the beginning of those 
combinations of sculptural form and water 
of which he must be acknowledged master. 
At this time, the earlier naturalistic qual- 
ity of his work begins to give place to the 
more generalized and architectural treat- 
ment Which was to become the essential 
characteristic of his later creations. 

The height of Milles’ attainment up to 
the period of the Great War is marked by 
the group of two dancing girls. The influ- 
ence of Rodin and the classical tradition 
is clearly evident, but at the same time 
there is an architectonic quality to the 
work which marks an essentially different 
point of view. This quality is still further 
emphasized in the completed project for the 
Sten Sture Monument, finished in 1915. 

The promise of great things to come made 
in the project for the Fountain of Industry 
was realized in 1923-24 with the Europa 
Fountain at Halmstad. Here, besides the 
central figure of Europa and the bull, are 
utilized the four triton figures which were 
first made for a fountain in Milles’ own gar- 


the mists of spouting water for the full 
effect to be obtained. (In this connection, 
it should be noted that practically all of 
Milles’ work is expressly designed to be 
seen in the sunlight and out of doors, 
often against the sky. This necessitates a 
different treatment and often a different 
idea than would be appropriate to indoor 
sculpture, a fact that the average sculptor 
seems slow to realize.) 

Not since the days of the great baroque 
sculptors of Italy have such magnificent 
fountain figures been realized, and here even 
more than in the case of their baroque an- 
cestors the figures are definitely of the 
water. Quite apart from the beauty of the 
fountain grouping itself, the use of motives 
is exceedingly fit considering the combined 
agricultural and maritime occupations of 
the town. 

The remarkable quality of the Poseidon 
and the Folkunga fountains is their essen- 
tial modernity, a modernity which seems to 
link with the traditions of the past yet 
without in any particular reproducing it. 
This quality of freshness without strain is 
perhaps one of the clearest hallmarks of 
Milles’ greatness as an artist. Supreme in 
his fountains and their accessories, it also 
appears in a somewhat lesser degree in the 
studies for his monuments of another char- 


acter.

The development of Milles’ work for the 
past 30 years illustrates the gradual loosen- 
ing of the bonds of style until instead of 
the master it becomes the servant of the 
individuality. Analysis will show how free- 
ly Milles draws from his store of knowl- 
edge of what has been done and yet, in his 
re-creation of the atmosphere of the past, 
not a single form can be definitely ascribed 
to the medieval period. Here again is a hall- 
mark of mastery. 

No account of this sort would be complete 
without calling definite attention to another 
trait seldom found in sculpture of true mon- 
umental quality. This is the robust yet fre- 
quently delicate humor and fantasy which 
run throughout almost all of Milles’ crea- 
tions. Here, it may be, his Northern blood 
asserts itself. The great sculptors of South- 
ern Europe are commonly so terribly seri- 
ous; “terribilita,” awe-inspiring grandeur, is 
so generally their aim and effect. 

Even in his grandest moments, as in the 
Folkunga and Poseidon fountains, a humor- 
ous charm plays about Milles’ conceptions 
which tempers their grandeur to a human 
scale. At times his marble and bronze burst 
out into lively chuckles and even guffaws 
of impish delight. 

It is this remarkable union of humor, 
monumental grandeur and fertility of inven- 
tion which gives Milles’ work its extraordi- 
nary appeal and a depth of interest which 
constantly increases with closer and more 
intimate acquaintance.

His skill as a 
pianist assured him of paid em- 
ployment in dance orchestras. In 
those days, as he recalls, Brown 
was a “set-up” for students willing 
to take the trouble to win prizes. 
Competition was almost non-ex- 
istent, and it always was possible 
‘to pick up bits of cash for an 
\essay or poem. There was even 
‘the fabulous sum of $400 to be 
‘had for the simple matter of lead- 
\ing one’s class. So Corcoran led 
his class and was president of 
Brown's chapter of Phi Beta Kappa. 
There was $300 to be won by be- 
coming captain of the debating 
team. He annexed that also. It 
\is estimated that he earned an av- 
‘erage of $50 a month in prize 
‘money throughout his course at 
‘Brown, which ended with a degree 
of Master of Arts. He had special- 
ized, prophetically, in English com- 
| position. 

Guide During Vacations. 
This third method of making 
‘money was that of serving as guide 
during college vacations. For nine 
‘summers he acted in that capacity 
for the Appalachian 
Club, at Motint Washington in New 
Hampshire on the waterways of the 


Canadian wilderness, and _ at

Under Felix Frankfurter. 

| At the Harvard Law School he 
once more led his class, and won 
a fellowship in research under Fe- 
lix Frankfurter. His ambition at 
,the time was to become a profes- 
sor. Like Cohen, he is entitled to 
write after his name Harvard’s de- 
| gree of S. J. D. After graduation, 
he came to Washington to serve 
as secretary to Mr. Justice Holmes. 
As is well-known, it was the am- 
liable practice of that jurist to 
choose a new secretary each year 
from the current crop of law grad- 
uates. Corcoran regards this 
twelvemonth as the most benefi- 
cent of his career. To the Justice 
he read aloud the entire Old Tes- 
'tament, all of Montaigne’s Essays 
and the “Divine Comedy” of Dante, 
Mr. Holmes following thé transla- 
tion with the Italian text in his 
hand. Corcoran also read aloud 
to the Justice, in the original 
tongue, scores of pages from the 
Greek Anthology—a collection of 
terse lyrics, by innumerable poets 
\through many centuries, which em- 
bodies the quintessential wisdom 
and beauty of Hellas. Many of 
these verses, called “epigrams,” 
took the form of epitaphs. Cor- 
coran confesses that he had just 
enough Greek to pronounce the 
words with ease and scan their 
prosody. 


Memento of Justice Holmes. 

After the death of Justice Holmes, 
Corcoran was invited to choose a 
memento from his house. He se- 
lected a framed 75-cent print of a 
translation of one of the famous 
‘Greek epigrams, which now hangs 
in his office at 1825 H street. (His 
door, by the way, is one of the few 
in the building which do not bear 
‘the name of the occupant. The 
text is as follows:

Corcoran Born Dec. 29, 1900. 

Reverting to 1900, we find that 
Thomas Gardiner Corcoran was 
born on Dec. 29 of that year at Paw- 
tucket, a textile community just 
outside Providence, R. I. By de- 
scent on both sides he is Irish. 
His father, Patrick Corcoran, was 
and is the leading attorney of Paw- 
tucket. His mother, an O'Keefe, 
came of a line of seamen who had 
immigrated from Nova Scotia to 
Taunton, Mass. Her father, DaVid 
O’Keefe, was a famous skipper. He 
was one of the last whaling cap- 
tains and amassed what was then 
a fortune in the coastal packet 
trade. 

Patrick Corcoran, though well-to- 
do, had begun life by working with 
his hands and insisted that his son 
repeat the process. From the age 
of 12 Thomas has been a wage- 
earner. He began by selling news- 


papers, clerking in shops and toil-' ing.

Like Cohen, he volunteered at 
first for only three months. At 
the end of that time, he would prob- 
ably have returned to New York 
but for Justice Brandeis, whom he 
had come to know as secretary to 
‘Justice Holmes, and who urged 
‘that it was his duty to remain in 
‘the Government service. During 
the first year and a half he was 
mostly occupied with insurance 
companies, and with investigating, 
reorganizing or closing banks. When 
the R F C began to promote self- 
liquidating enterprises, still under 
President Hoover, one big job fell 
to Corcoran. He handled the entire 
‘financing of the San Francisco 
Bridge. He is frank to admit that 
Hoover’s R F C served as a pattern 
for many of the effective agencies 
of the New Deal, and that its staff 
was drawn upon for the first skele- 
ton of their personnel. 

Corcoran himself was drafted as 
assistant to Dean Acheson, Under 
Secretary of the Treasury, and 
served with him until Acheson was 
driven out of office because of his 
disagreement with the administra- 
tion’s gold policy. Corcoran re- 
signed in sympathy with his chief, 
‘and was promptly reinstated by 


} 
' 


‘Jesse Jones in his old job with the 
R F C. It was during his incum- 
bency at the Treasury that Cor- 
‘coran helped write the Securities 
Act of 1933. He did not meet the 
President, and received instructions 
through Raymond Moley. 

First Contact With “The Boss.” 
His first personal contact with 
|“the boss” came in 1935, as a result 
of the President’s determination to 
/pass an act regulating public utili- 
ties. Mr. Roosevelt was informed 
by his own legal advisers and by 
numerous “prima donnas” whom he 
consulted that a bill such as he 
wanted could not be drawn so as 
to be constitutional. The Presi- 
dent bethought himself of the team 
of Corcoran and Cohen, who had 
dispatched more than one “tough” 
job which the greatest luminaries 
of their profession had proved una- 
ble or unwilling to perform. The 
|partners were summoned for the 
first time to the White House, and 
‘agreed once more to take orders. 
|/They had already incurred the vi- 
rulent animosity of all the bankers 
and stockbrokers of the country, 
and were cheerfully prepared to 
take on that of the vast utility in- 
terests. 

It was during the public utilities 
fighth and the famous controversy 
with Congressman Ralp O. Brew- 
ster of Maine, that the name of 
Thomas G. Corcoran first became 
nationally known. The public 
learned, to its astonishment, that 
this momentous legislation was the 
handiwork of two obscure young 
men, Corcoran and Benjamin Co- 
hen. Later, as special assistants to 
the Attorney-General, they defend- 
ed 86 suits brought to test the con- 
stitutionality of the Utility Act. 

Washington had not until then 
heard of Cohen, but Corcoran had 
for some time been familiar to cor- 
respondents as dividing with for- 
mer Congressman Charles West of 
Ohio the responsibility of being 
chief liaison officers for the admin- 
istration with Congress. He was 
Known as an active lobbyist for 
New Deal measures at the Capitol. 
His social contact with the White 
House rose from his skill as a mu- 
sician. It had happened, one day 
in Washington that he saw an ic- 
cordion in a shop window. On im- 
pulse, he bought it. . Thanks to his 
training as a pianist, in a few hours 
he wrung its inmost secrets from 
the instrument. When chairman of 
the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion, Joseph P. Kennedy, gave many 
parties, at which Corcoran fre- 
quently played his accordion. One 
night, in the summer of 1935, Ken- 
nedy grew so entranced by the per- 
formance that he gathered up Cor- 
coran and his instrument and car- 
ried them off to the White House 
to play for the President. There 
have been numerous “return” en- 
gagements. 

Helper in 1936 Campaign. 

During the campaign of 1936 Co- 
hen acted as the administration’s 
liaison officer with the Progressive 
Republican and Farmer-Labor 
blocs of the Northwest. Corcoran 
was personally attached to the 
White House train, and was one of 
numerous advisers from whom the 
President accepted suggestions con- 
cerning his speeches. These were 
scmetimes delivered to Corcoran 
for final literary polishing. 

It is ‘ypical of him that, at the 
height of the Supreme Court battle 
his real passion was enlisted in a 
campaign to preserve the residence 
of Justice Holmes. The latter, it 
will be remembered, left his resid- 
uary estate to the United States 
Government. Corcoran got wind of

T George Gissing’s death, in 
Ax: he was regarded far less 
highly than today. His con- 
temporaries apparently were not 
aware of the vitality, force and in- 
dependence of thought that modern 
critics find in his writings. They 
failed also to note that Gissing was 
a transitional figure, one of the 
first to break away from the Dick- 
ens tradition of long, meticulously 
detailed novels and to turn toward 
the Henry James school of closely- 
woven realism. Gissing at last has 
won recognition, and is more wide- 
ly read now than at any time dur- 
ing his life. 
The work here noted is his first 
novel, which was followed by two 
dozen or more others, and several 


volumes of criticism and letters. 
“Workers in the Dawn” was re- 
jected by several publishers, and 
the author at length brought it out 
in three volumes, at his own ex- 
pense.

A Great British 
Enterprise 


THE BNGLISH €O-OPERATIVES. By Syd- 
ney R. Elliott. (Yale University Press, 
New Haven, €onn.) 


NTEREST in Scandinavian co- 

operatives has lately deflected at- 

tention from English efforts in 
the same field, which this book, by 
the editor of a co-operative news- 
paper, should do much to renew. 
It is a comprehensive view of the 
necessity, idealism, religion and 
commonsense—copiously lubricated 
with elbow-grease — which have 
buit up the enterprise in Great 
Britain. 


From the day in 1844 when the 
embarrassed Rochdale Pioneers 
left it to a woman to pull down 
the shutters and reveal to a deris- 
ive crowd the pathetic stock of the 
little shop in Toad lane (it began 
with flour, oatmeal, sugar, butter 
and candles), to the present time, 
the co-operatives have adhered 
steadfastly to their ideal: “the pro- 
tection of the consumer is the fun- 
damental interest of co-operators.” 
Pursuing a policy of democracy in 
management, quality in goods, lead- 
ership in wages and hours, the 
movement has achieved a business 
turnover of hundreds of millions of 
pounds sterling per annum. It en- 
gages in retail and wholesale oper- 
ations, manufacturing and insur- 
ance, publishes a newspaper and 
sponsors such cultural activities as 
libraries, adult education and cine- 
mas. 


The abuses of ordinary commer- 
cialism involve extravagance in 
distribution costs (approximately 40 
per cent in 1931), shocking waste 
in diversity of style, the evils of 
holding companies and the inade- 
quacy of joint-stock management, 
in which, to use Mr. Elliott’s pun- 
gent epigram, the shareholder’s 
only right “is the right to hold a 
post-mortem on his lost savings.” 
The conduct of the co-operatives is 
an unanswerable rebuke to these. 
They have survived poverty, oppo- 
sition of vested interests, World 
War and unequaled depression, 
coming through the boom without 
inflating capital holdings, and 
through the crash without losing a 
penny. 


It was a tremendous program 
adopted by the 28 weavers 
Rochdale—‘‘to arrange the powers 


of production, distribution, educa- 
tion and government”: but if the 


plans laid down for their centenary 
celebration in 1944 continue to 
move at their present rate, that

ance and telepathy— 
“second .sight"—are re- 
ported in the latest news 
on extra-sensory percep- 
tion turned out by Dr. J. 
B. Rhine and associates 
at Duke University, Durham, North Carolina. 

Acting on “the wide-spread popular belief 
that blind people are peculiarly endowed 
with a high degree of ‘intuition’, or that 
they possess a compensatory ‘sixth sense’,” 
two research workers tested 61 students in 
North Carolina School for the Blind at 
Raleigh and five in the Workshop at Dur- 
ham. They found that 28 had the faculty 
of perception “without recourse to the known 
sense” (“extra-sensory”), commonly called 
clairvoyance. 

That was 44 per cent of the number tested, 
several times the percentage found in any 
other group since Dr. Rhine began his in- 
vestigations seven years ago. Yet, since 
the keenness of the faculty, if faculty it is, 
could not be correlated with the degree of 
blindness, the analysts declined to infer that 
the “sixth sense” developed to compensate 
for loss of one of the five. 

In Florida a school teacher found indica- 
tion of extra-sensory perception in a class 
of backward children, but, again, without 
any clear evidence of correlation with in- 
telligence or the lack of it. She did, how- 
ever, make analyses of the success of a 
“system” which may be of painful interest 
to the addicts of systems at roulette. 

In Durham and at Tarkio, Missouri, tests 
indicated that distorting the card symbols 
by which the tests are made, or altering the 
size in ratios of more than 2000 to one, made 
no difference in the faculty of “guessing” 
them “sight unseen,” while in New York 
University there was evidence that the 
moods and personality of the investigators 
made all the difference in the world. 

This seems to be an inordinately busy 
summer on the extra-sensory front. The 
second issue of the Journal of Parapsychol- 
ogy. edited at Durham by Dr. Rhine and 
Professor William McDougall, adds 250,000 
to the 600,000 tests previously reported as 
indicating the existence of extra-sensory per- 
ception. And here in St. Louis, Associate 
Professor Vernon W. Lemmon of Washing- 
ton University, in critical 
forthcoming Journal of Psychology, gives the 
methods, controls and mathematics a thor- 
ough combing and points out that, if such a 
faculty exists—he is unconvinced—it does 

not necessarily imply c mystic freedom of 
physical limitations, as iis studen’s have sug- 
gested, but mcy fit

To hit seven or eight in one 
or two runs would mean nothing, but to do 
it consistently through thousands of trials 
means, says Dr. Rhine, that something be- 
sides chance is operating, and that some- 
thing he calls extra-sensory perception. 

Other critics have objected to Dr. Rhine's 
method of picking up persons with promis- 
ing scores by preliminary tests, but Dr. Lem-

pirically.”’ 

Mincing no words about the method of se- 
lection and discard, Dr. Warner explained, 
“By stating the case thus baldly I think I 
make clear one reason critics are inclined to 
doubt the validity of the work. Having 
caught those who are at the moment lucky, 
we study them until their luck changes and 
then drop them like hot potatoes. Obviously, 
some critics will argue, you are not playing 
fair. You are overlooking the long flat 
stretches between runs of luck. Thus your 
ESP evidence is spurious.” 

So, playing the part of the 2000 subjects 
in turn, dealing the cards in a machine-like 
order that seemed to rule out everything but 
chance, following up only the “lucky” pre- 
liminary runs, Dr. Warner did his best to 
create spurious data. And it wouldn't work. 

Out of 2000 tested, 220 “subjects” showed 
promise. Each was followed up immediately 
but dropped “like a hot potato” the moment 
its total score fell not to chance average, 
but to the mathematical probable error 
above chance average. Of the 220, 19 
showed brief but impressive spurts, and to 
each of these, before passing on to the next 
“subject” he gave an immediate supplemen- 
tary test of S0 decks. 

The 220 “runs of luck” petered out in an 
average of less than seven deals of 25 
cards. Despite the practice of dropping 
“subjects” on the first deal that brought 
their average down to a standard a little 


above chance, neither any group of data 
nor any combination of groups nor the total 
figures on all the groups together, showed 
a semblance of the “chance-plus” scores 
which Dr. Rhine and others report in their 
tests for extra-sensory perception. 

If “runs of luck” failed to produce spuri- 
ous high scores, attempts to use a “system,” 
as Esther May Bond found in her Florida 
classroom, produced scores actually below 
the average to be expected from pure 
chance. - Her class comprised fourth and 
fifth grade pupils, 9 to 14 years old, all but 
two of them retarded according to a stand- 
ard achievement test. Miss Bond, a graduate 
student in psychology at Duke, had taught 
the class four months when she began the 
experiment. She selected numbers 1 to 10 
by shuffling cards, listed them, and intro- 
duced them as a competitive guessing game 
after the morning arithmetic drill, the prizes 
to be coveted monitorial assignments. 

The game met an enthusiastic response. 
The total number of hits was higher than 
chance would account for by odds of 10,- 
000,000 to cne. Fourteen students scored 
above the chance |! in 10, four of them by 
the standard margin of statistical signifi- 
cance. 

Two sorts of “systems” occurred. In 22 
trials where pupils attempted to score by a 
systematic order, they hit a total of 13, little 
more than half the hits they might have ex- 
pected from pure chance. One lad was av- 
eraging three hits in 10 before he took up 


his “system,” which brought him down to an 
average of .6 for the remainder of the ex- 
periment. 

The other “system” was a negative 
scheme, without any ordered pattern, in 
which the children simply used all the 10 
numbers and avoided naming any one a 
second time in the run. They did it in 77 
runs, with 76 hits, so near the chance aver- 
age—-within .01 of it—that Miss Bond felt 
nothing but chance had operated. 

No relation between scores and intelli- 
gence ratings was consistent throughout the 
group, but Miss Bond noted that the four 
significantly high scorers were all in the 
upper half in intelligence. 

“This point in itself would suggest a con- 
nection between the two functions,” she 
added—-were it not for the fact that the two 
highest “of these four subjects held only 
tenth and eleventh positions in the intelli- 
gence ranking.” 


OT only backward children, but 
N er young children show the extra- 

sensory faculty, as Dr. Louisa E. 
Rhine of the Parapsychological Laboratory 
staff demonstrated in games for 17 of her 
children’s playmates, 3 to 15 years old, at 
her home in Durham. The youngest, not 
quite 3, and the next, just 4, scored high un- 
til their fleeting interest flagged. In general, 
she concluded that age within the group 
made no difference. 

But age did seem to make a difference in 
that three times as many high scorers were 
found as the average among adults. And 
the total score for all the group indicated 
operation of some factor besides chance by 
odds of ten trillion to one. 

Even that was put in the shade by the oc- 
curence of significant scores among 44 per 
cent of 66 blind persons 8 to 35 years old, 
of whom 14 were totally blind, nine from 
birth; 43 able to discern printed figures un- 
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der some conditions, and nine unabls 
read under any circumstances, :

Lewisohn continued to free-lance until 
1910, when he became an instructor in Ger- 
man at the University of Wisconsin. The 
next year he went to Ohio State University 
as professor of German language and liter- 
ature and remained there until 1919, when 
he became dramatic editor of The Nation: 
later he became associate editor of this 
magazine. During the teaching years he 
won recognition as a translator and writer 
on literature. 

While Lewisohn was establishing himself 
in the literary field his domestic life was 
becoming increasingly unhappy. But for a 
decade and a half this unhappiness was not 
brought to public attention. In 1922 “Up 
Stream” was published with its lyrical ac- 
count of the early association of the author 
and the woman who became his wife. 

The book was acclaimed. Among the ac- 
claimers was Miss Thelma Bowman Spear, a 
Vermont girl who was studying singing in 
New York. She wrote the author a letter 
of praise, a correspondence ensued, pres- 
ently they met and before long they were in 
love with each other.

In 1923 began the literary echoes of the 
Lewisohn domestic discord. Lewisohn pub- 
lished a novel called “Don Juan,” which 
told of a man whose life was practically 
ruined because his unloved wife refused to 
free him from the matrimonial bonds.

untruthful and not to be believed. She ac- 
cuses him of adultery and brutality and 
does so quite sincerely. The man with 
profound sincerity and studied conviction 
considers the woman to be of a moral ob- 
liquity that fills him, as it has filled him for 
years, with genuine terror and despair. 

“It is possible that these two people mis- 
judge each other, but that misjudgment has 
now become so deep-rooted, so intertwined 
with all their thoughts and emotions, that 
there is no remedy for it this side of the 
grave. 

"In brief, this woman, who by her own 
admission and by the clear implication of 
every word written in this action can give 
the man nothing of all those priceless gifts 
which a beloved and respected wife can 
give, uses her merely legal power—a power 
which no law givers could have contem- 
plated as being used in this fashion—to re- 
duce the man to a state of chattel slavery.” 

The wife won the suit. Lewisohn was 
ordered to pay her $55 a week alimony. 
He could not marry Miss Spear, and he 
may have feared his wife would see that 
unpleasant consequences attended further 
association with the young woman in New 
York, 

In this predicament the best thing Lew- 
isohn could think of to do was get out of 
America. He went to Europe. So did Miss 
Spear. He went to Warsaw, Poland, and 
obtained a rabbinical divorce. Then he and 
Miss Spear were married and established a 
home in Paris. 

A low-priced edition of ‘Up Stream” was 
issued in 1926, and it was observed with 
interest by readers who knew of the trou- 
ble bétween the author and his first wife 
that the section dealing with “Mary” had 
been changed. In the new edition the au- 
thor wrote: “Then I met Mary. She was 
forlorn and so was I. What seemed to me 
the pathos of her fate harmonized with my 
own misfortunes. And out of similar tastes 
and similar temporary emotions there arose 
a passionate friendship which, for a time, 
hid from me the unbridgeable chasms of 
character and origin which were always so 
fatally to divide us. I hoped that la- 


tér and alone the madness of any further 
common adventure on our part would reach 
Mary’s mind. She took me to the boat. 

. Deliberately I sought refuge at home.” 
And, after Mary had followed him to Char- 
leston: “Mary, furthermore, insisted that we 
must be married to save her honor and her

It was perhaps not all her fault that she 
was a burden and unhelpful; it was absurd 
that, under these circumstances, she had 
neither humility nor true kindness, but was 
as exacting as a bride of 18. She was a 
middle-aged woman who had insisted on 
marrying a man not much older than her 
oldest child. She acted like Dora Copper- 
field.

was published in Paris. It was 
barred for a time from the mails in 
the United States. 

In 1929 came Lewisohn's second autobiog- 
raphy, “Mid-Channel.” In it he told of his 
love for his second wife, Thelma. Appar- 
ently he was very happy with her. He 
was convinced that a happy marriage was 
a “realizable ideal.” He explained: “By 
marriage I mean, of course, an inner grace. 
I mean nothing legal or ecclesiastical. 
Where that inner grace is done, they who 
stay together are as abject as they are de- 
filed.” 

There was no mention of the first Mrs. 
Lewisohn by name in the book, but it con- 
tained matter about his first marriage which 
she thought reflected on her. So she brought 
a libel suit against author and publisher 
(Harper and Brothers), demanding damages 
of $200,000. ‘She contended Lewisohn was 
still her legal husband. In denying a de- 
fense motion for dismissal, Justice Schmuck 
of the Supreme Court of New York called 
the book “for the most part the gibberish 
of a selfish sentimentalist’’ and spoke of 
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words that “obviously refer to the plain- 
tiff despite adroit generalizations used.” The 
suit was dropped after certain changes had 
been made in the text of the book. 

In 1934 Lewisohn and his second wife re- 
turned to America. But with his first wife 
still firmly established in New York State as 
his legal wife he apparently felt it advis- 
able to reinforce the rabbinical divorce. So 
the next year he obtained in Juarez, Mex- 
ico, a second divorce from the first Mrs. Lew- 
isohn. Immediately after the decree he re- 
married his second wife by proxy. He was 
in .California at the time, but his attorney 


_and the latter's secretary represented him 


and Thelma in the Mexican ceremony. 

But Mexican divorces are not recognized 
in New York State. And Mary Arnold Lew- 
isohn, learning of the proceedings in Mexico, 
called them “laughable” and doggedly re- 
iterated that Lewisohn was her husband and 
no one else's. Lewisohn, eager to remove 
any doubts of the regularity of his union 
with Thelma, to which a child had been 
born, tried again to reach an agreement 
with his first wife. This time he evidently 
has succeeded. 

It is reported that he has agreed to pay 
her a lump sum of $35,000 in settlement of 
various claims and to pay alimony of $100 a 
month, in addition to meeting her demand 
that the plates of “The Case of Mr. Crump” 
be destroyed. 

In the matter of “Mr. Crump,” Lewisohn 
has contended that the book is purely fic- 
tional, but it contains so many parallels with 
the lives of the Lewisohns that his first 
wife evidently believed the author intended 
Herbert and Anne Crump to represent Lud- 
wig and Mary Lewisohn. Believing this, it 
was natural to object to the book, because 
Anne Crump is one of the most utterly de- 
testable characters in fiction—a woman so 
corrupt of soul as to be almost incredible. 

“The Case of Mr. Crump” tells the story 
of a young musician who is virtually se- 
duced by an older woman, practically forced 
to marry her, and held for years in an aw- 
ful matrimonial bondage because his re- 
pulsive, slovenly, vulgar, shameless, hor- 
ribly tenacious virago of a wife had on her 
side “all the active forces of society and 
all the machinery of the law.” Anne squan- 
ders Herbert's earnings on her brood of un- 
pleasant children by her first husband, 
keeps his house filthy, mistreats his par- 
ents, spies on him, insults his friends, de- 
mands the most devoted attention, shows 
herself unscrupulous without limit. The 
author speaks of her “axiomatic acceptance 
of the right of the female of the species to 
a perpetual and merciless parasitism.’ She 
frustrates every effort of Herbert to break 
away from her and her deplorable family. 
He falls in love with a young singer and 
pleads with his wife for freedom to marry 
her. Anne consents to divorce him, but in- 
stead, suddenly files a separation suit whose 
effect would be only to tighten the legal 
bonds around him. And she tells him: 

“Il won't personally approach either you 
or that girl. But I'll know where you are

and I'll be there to tell people what you 
are and what she is. I'll cry it from the 
house tops of every city that I’m your wife 
and that she’s your mistress. I'll get the 
children to howl it after you in the streets. 
If you go to Europe I'll go too—on your 
money—and I'll see if even there such vile- 
ness is tolerated. I'll take good care that 
you two don’t have a roof over your heads, 
that you're driven from place to place like 
the criminals you. are and I wonder how 
much of this boasted love will be left after 
a few years; I wonder whether you two 
won't turn on each other and hate each oth- 
er even more, you dog, than you ever hated 
me. .. .” The mild, long-suffering Her- 
bert kills her with a poker. 

Some of the passages descriptive of Anne 
and her malevolence are pitilessly vivid: 

“Her imperfectly hennaed hair would be 
carelessly wadded on the top of her head 
as it had been since morning; she would be 
dressed in a slightly soiled, preferably yel- 
low kimono. A fleeting touch of peace in 
her gray eyes, a sense sometimes of the 
pathos of the past, would soften the lines 
of the sudden bunchy septum of her nose 
and of her formidable jaw.

face. .. . She seemed no longer 
a woman to him at all but a weird ances- 
tress. He noticed that she had forgotten to 
cut off the two hairs that grew from a mole 
in her chin. 

“He watched Anne. The powerful jaw 
bones moved dourly under the rouge and 
flabby flesh; the eyes had their look of 
stone; that concentrated, frozen fury of de- 
termination to make her will, her desires, 
herself prevail—a determination that knew 
neither hesitancy nor scruple, neither shrink- 
ing nor quarter, that had never stopped at 
anything nor ever would.” 

In support of her objection to “The Case 
of Mr. Crump” Mrs. Mary Lewisohn could 
point to several outstanding parallels be- 
tween novel and real life. Both “Mr. 
Crump” and Lewisohn are creative artists, 
of German ancestry, reared in South Caro- 
lina. Both “Anne” and Mrs. Lewisohn were 
born in England, were writers, had several 
children by a first marriage, and were, ac- 
cording to Lewisohn, almost 20 years older 
than the second husband. The “Crumps” 
were married in 1906; so were the Lew- 
isohns. Both marriages took place in South 
Carolina &t the bridegroom's home. “Crump” 
fell in love with a young singer; so did Lew- 
isohn. “Anne” refused to divorce her 
spouse, suing for separation instead; so did 
Mary Lewisohn. 

Destruction of the plates of the novel pre- 
sumably will do much to eradicate a par- 
ticularly sore spot in the relations between 
the author and his first wife. The book 
never became well-known in America. 

While waiting for final adjustment of 
marital misadventure, the novelist and his 
second wife are living at Burlington, Ver- 
mont, the old home of Thelma Lewisohn.

WASHINGTON. 
' HE attention of a visitor 
| entering the spacious of- 
fices of Attorney-General 
Cummings is caught im- 
mediately by two ar- 
resting murals — “Tri- 
umph of Justice” and 
“Defeat of Justice.” 
The former, symboliz- 
ing the law as the hope 
and salvation of mankind, portrays «a 
black-robed jurist (supposedly Supreme 
Court Justice Stone) extending a helping 
hand to a brawny workman, while the other 
is a vivid portrayal of the ravishing of the 
masses when justice is gone. 

Because of their conspicuous display, these 
two works by the noted artist, Leon Kroll, 
are well-known to Washington art lovers, 
but in reality they are only a minor phase 
of a movement that its sponsors believe will 
have a profound effect on the future of 
American art. 

It was nearly three years ago that Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau decided to 
sponsor an undertaking known as Federal 
Art Projects, designed ultimately to place 
representative work of American artists in 
public buildings throughout the country. To- 
day the project is well under way, with 
artists working on or having completed some 
300 commissions from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The result of their efforts is a graphic 
“story of America’’—a saga of struggle and 
triumph, failure and despair—preserved in 
rich, glowing colors for the benefit of fu- 
ture generations. 

When these works were exhibited recently 
at the Corcoran Gallery of Art, most critics 
regarded the number of murals—more than 
70 in all—as most significant. 

Following the Chicago World's Fair in 
1893 there was a revival of mural painting 
in this country. Toward the latter part of 
that decade the artists who had worked to- 
gether in Chicago were commissioned to 
decorate the Library of Congress Building. 
then nearing completion. This was the first 
Government building in which murals were 
made an integral part of the design. The 
development in this field of art was rapid 
until the beginning of the depression years 
virtually stifled it. 

Nothing in the past, however, could equal 
the opportunity given artists when the Gov- 
ernment decided to undertake the elaborate 
project. So numerous were the commissions 
that many young and unknown artists had 
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“Triumph of Justice” 
by Leon Kroll. 
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to be called into service. Naturally, there 
was apprehension that the results would not 
justify the outlay of public funds, but the re- 
sults have been surprising. 

When the works were hung in the ex- 
hibition hall the work of some better known 
artists was a distinct disappointment to the

critics. They lacked the understanding touch 
of genius. But in the exhibits of the “un- 
known” painters, struggling young men and 
women who had been given their first op- 
portunity for expression, was found a dis- 
tinctly encouraging note. 

Alive and colorful, their work compen- 


sated with vitality for a lack of technical 
skill. In them the critics found their hope 
for the future. In the vigorous portrayals by 
these young artists of life on the farm, in

One of the most interesting of these ex- 
hibits was a series of panels by Henry Var- 
num Poor, of New York, for the corridors 
of the Department of Justice Building. There 
was abundant praise for his artistry, but 
one panel, showing a Government attorney

Derby.

The Czarina was furious 
over Cyril's romance, consid- 
ering it a personal affront on 
the part of young Grand Duke 
who wanted to tie himself to 
her brother's divorced wife. 
But Cyril had made up his 
mind. He would have Vic. 
toria or nobody. 

They were the same age. 
Victoria, a sister of Rumania’s 
Dowager Queen Marie who 
recently was subject of a 
poison rumor, was the daugh- 
ter of Duke Alfred of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, a brother of 
King Edward VII. And Ernst 
Ludwig of Hesse whom she 
first married, was the son of 
a Grand Duke of Hesse and 
Princess Alice of England, a 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 

Cyril, to keep in the Czar's 


the Russo-Japanese war-— 
the only Grand Duke who 


saw actual combat. He was 
wounded, but his sacrifice 
was of no avail. After his 


marriage in 1935, the Czarina 
lost no time in inciting Nicho- 
las against his cousin. And 
the Czar, being weak of char- 
acter and anxious to please 
his irate wife, stripped Cyril 
of his rank, titles and medals, . 
and banished him from Russia. 

The exiled couple traveled 
in Germany and Switzerland. 
France, Italy. It was per- 
haps a source of bitter sat- 
isfaction that Russia's interna! 
affairs grew no better with his 
exile. The Japanese war was 
concluded with defeat, popu- 
lar unrest manifested itself 
and the Empire showed signs 
of disintegration. 

A few years before the 
World War, the Czar made up 
with Cyril. But the reconcilia- 
tion was pretty much a mat- 
ter of form. The Grand Duke 
soon joined the element at 
court which advocated a lib- 
eral policy—in opposition to 
the Czar’s autocratic course. 

Darkness had fallen over 
Russia. Grigori Efimovitch Rasputin, the Mad 
Monk, became the most powerful figure 
in the whole land, more powerful than 
even the Czar or the Czarina whose confi- 
dence he possessed. A series of scandals, 
orgies and debaucheries linked many of Rus- 
sia’s most beautiful women to the ‘Staretz,”’ 
and even ladies at the court were not 
spared. 

And with the huge uncouth figure of the 
“Holy Devil” Rasputin swaying over the 
empire, Russia drove on along the road to 
destruction. 

Rasputin, however, warned against enter- 
ing the World War. But this time, his warn- 
ing went unheeded. Finally, towards the 
end of 1916, Prince Felix Yussupov and 
Grand Duke Demetrius aided by friends mur- 
dered Rasputin. For this deed which they 
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Grand Duke Vliadimirovitch. 


considered a patriotic service, they were 
banished. 

The Grand Duke Cyril and his two broth- 
ers signed a petition to the Czar protesting 
against the punishment meted out to Yussu- 
pov and Demetrius. But the Czar refused 
their petition and rebuked them. ‘Nobody 
within my realm has the privilege of com- 
mitting murder,”’ he wrote beneath their pe- 
tition. Shortly afterward Cyril received or- 
ders to go to Murmansk, north of the Arctic 
Circle on an inspection tour. 

That was shortly before Christmas, 1916. 
A few weeks later, on March 12, 1917, the 
flag of the revolution appeared in Petro- 
grad. Soldiers deserted their barracks, po- 
lice hid or joined the rebels and Command- 
ant Chabalov of the city garrison was help- 
less. At that moment, Cyril marched into 


the city at the head of two loyal companies 
of life guards whom he had rallied to de- 
fend the throne of his ungrateful sovereign. 

But all was in vain. Next day, Cyril 
marched his troops to the Kerensky Parlia- 
ment and, convinced that the will of the 
people was against the return of the Czar, 
he passed his command into the hands of 
the insurgents. 

A little later and Cyril had become an 
exile from Russia-—and in exile he has been 
ever since. 

During the turbulent years that followed 
the war, Cyril began to push his claims as 
the real “ruler of Russia.” In 1922 (he 
lived then in Bavaria most of the time) he 
named himself Curator of the vacant Rus- 
sian throne. And on August 31, 1924, he 
proclaimed from Coburg his nomination as 
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Chauncey D. Wright. 


flew between the United States and Panama, 
a route on which blind flying was first es- 
tablished for transport operation.

blond and quiet spoken, Gray counts as in- 
cidental his many experiences during 12 
years as a pilot and is a poor hand at 
“hangar flying’ in which so many pilots 
find outlets for their imaginations on rainy 
days.

First Officer William S. de Lima, 28, 
majored in science at Harvard after grad- 
uating from Exeter. His undegraduate 
specialty was geology, but at Harvard he 
joined a flying club and after his first solo 
flight decided to spend his life riding above 
the earth rather than boring into it. He 
obtained his advanced flight training in the 
Navy, in which he spent three years as a 
flying officer before joining Pan-American 
in 1933. His over-ocean flying experience 
includes nine round trips between California 
and the Philippines. He is unmarried and 
makes his home with his mother in New 
York City. 

Navigator William M. Masland, 30, is 
from Philadelphia, where, after attending 
Germantown Friends School, he took his

rightful Emperor Cyril I, with 
his wife the Czarina and his 
son, Viadimir, born in 1917, 
the Czarevitch. 

This proclamation excited 
mirthful sneers from other ex- 
iled factions, the chief one be- 
ing that headed by the aged 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nich- 
olavitch who was a cousin 
of Czar Alexander III and 
Commander-in-chief of Rus- 
sia’s armies during the first 
part of the World War. Nich- 
olas called Cyril a “Roman- 
cier’ and belittled his claims. 
Whereupon Cyril, a bit pre- 
maturely, issued another 
proclamation that threatened 
court-martial to all followers 
of Nicholas if caught on Rus- 
sian soil. 

Chief agent for Cyril's 
claims in France became a 
younger cousin, Grand Duke 
Dmitri. In 1925, he still was 
a salesman for a well-known 
French champagne. But in 
1926, he married Audrey Em- 
ery, Boston and New York 
heiress upon whom “Emperor 
Cyril” bestowed the title of 
Princess lIlynskaya, thus 
elevating her to imperial 
rank. This marriage, accord- 
ing to recent reports has 
been unsuccessful and the 
Grand Duke’s name has late- 
ly been associated with 
Queen Helen, former wife of 
King Carol of Rumania. The 
romance, however, is still in 
the rumor stage. 

Cyril's prestige became 
much greater in 1929 when 
Grand Duke Nicholas died in 
Berlin. Shortly before pass- 
ing away, Nicholas had for- 
given Cyril and in his will 
left him a millions dollars, 
to be applied to his restora- 
tion movement. 

His cause still did not 
make appreciable headway. 
In vain had Grand Duchess 
Victoria, upon invitation from 
the New Yorker Monday 
Opera Club, lectured in this 
country in 1924. Socially 
prominem persons almost fought each other 
for the honor of entertaining the “imperial” 
guest. But when Victoria transgressing the 
zone of meaningless niceties sounded out 
Wall Street on the question of rendering 
practical support to her husband's claims, 
she discovered that most of the millinaires 
she talked to believed firmly in the stability 
of the Soviet regime. After her return, she 
was sued by her Paris press agent for his 
share of $40,000 which, according to a New 
York Russian language paper, Victoria had 
collected over here. That, needless to say, 
made good reading in Moscow. Victoria 
claimed she had not collected a cent. The 
Court believed her. The press agent lost out. 

Cyril never gave up hopes nor efforts. 
In 1929, he succeeded in having all Rus- 
sian clerics abroad take an oath of fealty 
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to him. And three years later, he came out 
with a significant statement against capital- 
ism, reading in part: “Capitalism has de- 
generated into a form of servitude of the 
peoples to an unsignificant minority.” This 
manifesto was published in a Russian emi- 
gre paper called “Iskra” (meaning “sparks’’) 
which has its headquarters in Paris. 

Ironically enough, 27 years earlier another 
Russian emigre had published an “‘Iskra” in 
Geneva. Viadimir Ilitch 
Lenin. 

Now Cyril's hopes have risen anew. The 
recent executions in the Soviet Union indi- 
cate—to him-—that there is a widespread 
dissatisfaction with the Stalin dictatorship. 
Among the Russian exiles all over the world 
—and their number is estimated at more 
than one million—reports, apparently with- 
out basis, are circulating that monarchist 
and burgeois groups within Russia are pre- 
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paring for a return of the monarchy. 

Cyril, however, has read the signs of the 
times and he knows they are against the 
return of autocracy and are favorable to 
liberalism. He accordingly has issued a 
new three-point program. He advocates: 
A social monarchy of constitutional complex- 
ion; a more or less decentralized state leav- 
ing a lot of self-government to the various 
provinces; and a planned economy which in 
the beginning would for the sake of indus- 
trialization continue many of the present 
regime's giant production units. 

Best organized and strongest among the 
various Russian exile groups is the Union 
of Young Russians in France. Other strong 
groups are in Manchuria, Germany, Poland 
and Rumania. 

A widower and still handsome, Cyril hard- 
ly looks more than 50 though he is over 60. 
Lately he has been reported as courting the 
divorced Mrs. Deterding, ex-wife of the 
Dutch oil king. She is the former Lydia 
Pavlova Kondyarovna, daughter of a Czar- 
ist general. In 1920 she came to Paris, a 
refugee like many other fellow Russians. 
Ever interested in the cause of the less for- 
tunate emigres, she came to know Cyril 
who like herself was very active among the 
exiles. And when Sir Henri Deterding and 
Lydia parted last year, Cyril became so in- 
terested in the still youthful divorcee that 
he made her Princess Donskaia. 

At that time, international society was 
fluttering with rumors of impending matri- 
mony. But recently such rumors have died 
down. And well informed parties in Paris 
insist that Cyril was cautioned by his ad- 
mirers not to jeopardize his chances of res- 
toration by marriage with a commoner.

Wright 
has been airport manager for his company 
at several foreign ports and has made 14 
round trip crossings of the Pacific as engi- 
neer-officer of Clippers. He is married. 

Radio Officer Thomas J. Roberts has 
spent half of his 27 years in radio opera- 
tion and engineering. As a boy at Lanier 
High School in Macon, Georgia, he was a 
leading radio amateur, building and operat- 
ing his own equipment. For three years he 
was a ship’s radio operator. He joined Pan- 
American last year, flying between Miami 
and Buenos Aires. 


HE founder and president of Pan- 

American Airways is a young man, 

who appears about to see—on the 
day when his company will operate commer- 
cial service over both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans—his dream come true. Juan T. 
Trippe, 36, is the man who, with the assist- 
ance of a few men who believed in his 
dream, built the ever-increasing network of 
océan airways. Where proper airplanes did 
not exist, his engineers made up basic speci- 
fications and Sikorsky, Martin, Douglas and 
Boeing built the ships. The same was true of 
the radio and navigating equipment needed. 
If it was not to be had in the open market, 
Trippe’s engineers drew specifications and 
a manufacturer was found who could turn 
out the product. 

The Atlantic survey flight was another 
marker in a comparatively brief career of 
achievement for all who participated, from 
Juan Trippe down through the grades to 
the least experienced member of the per- 
sonnel. The old and the new worlds 
are growing closer for the ordinary traveler.

HARRISON, New York. 
HE stone mansion on 
Stratfield road in this 
village of custom-built 
estates is the show 
place country home of 
Baroness Maude von 
Leidersdorff and her 
high-born husband Baron Johann von 
Leidersdorff. It is a lovely site dotted 
with plump, well-nourished shrubbery 
—just the sort of vantage point from 
which a process server might come pop- 
ping at odd moments. (Around the 
stone mansion they frequently do). 

The Baroness is the former Maude 
Becker, daughter of the late multi-mil- 
lionaire Clayton Adelbert Becker. The 
Baron is an art dealer and one of the 
10 best dressed men in the country— 
whether he pays his haberdasher or 
no—and his Swedish family can trace 
its lineage way back to well, just 
way back. 

That pile of rough-hewn stone has 
everything a home could need. There 
is a lovely sewage disposal plant 
(there was some trouble about the bill 
it seems) and telephones (ah! those 
bills) and plenty of meat and grocer- 
ies even if common tradesmen will in- 
sist on suing for their money. There 
is, in fact, everything but a neatly 
framed copy of the quotation that wise 
Dickens put into the mouth of Micaw- 
ber. (See the top of this story.) 

To paraphrase good Micawber the 


Baron and Baroness have an annual in- 
come of $80,000, annual expenditures 
of $81,000. The result may be read in 
the judgments filed in the County 
Clerk's office in White Plains—some- 
thing like 35 in number at the last cen- 
sus. And bill collectors have discussed 
that $1000 deficit in the Supreme Courts 
in New York County, Bronx County and 
Westchester County and in numerous 
lower courts. 

Twice the Baroness has narrowly 
avoided going to jail for contempt of 
court. The first time she protested that 
she could not pay a $6000 clothes bill 
even though she was living at the time 
in a $9000 a year apartment. The 
menacing approach of a sheriff caused 
her to produce a satisfactory down pay- 
ment. The same persistent dressmaker 
is currently on her trail again. 

This time Deputy Sheriff Lester Man- 
ning is prepared to make a dash to this 
community and pick up the Baroness as 
soon as the second contempt of court 
citation against her is filed with the 
County Clerk. Supreme Court Justice 
Graham Wischief held her liable in 
early June, but nothing else was done. 
Some whisper of behind the scenes set- 
tlement efforts. 

Now $80,000 is a sizeable income, es- 
pecially in a land where $2000 has to 
do for the average family, and so more 
than the usual curiosity has surrounded 
the Baroness’ inability to reduce outgo 
the $1000 that would mean, if Dickens 
knew whereof he spoke, happiness in- 
stead of courtroom misery. The Baron- 
ess, however, has not been very en- 
lightening; only in general terms has 
she ever discussed her pecuniary 
plight. 

So let us look at the fiscal record of 
the Von Leidersdorffs: 
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The Baroness received well over $1.,- 
000,000 from her father distributed 
thus: $750,000 in a trust fund invested 
to produce about $30,000 a year in- 
come, $286,000 in cash and Bethlehem 
Steel stock worth $64,000. When Dr. 
Becker died in 1929 he left about $4.- 
500,000, most of it the result of shrewd 
real estate investment. 

At the time of her father’s passing 
the Baroness—she is 44 now—was Mrs. 
Maude Farrar. She contracted the in- 
ternational alliance as her fourth es- 
say into matrimony. 

The Baron's assets are less tangible. 
Court records carry statements that he 
makes about $50,000 a year as an art 
dealer. 


here to observe that early this 
year the Tailor’s Guild of Amer- 

ica listed the Baron as one of the 10 
best dressed men in its annual survey. 
True to the Von Leidersdorff tradition he 
celebrated the event by gettting sued 
for $82.71 by the W. A. McLaughlin 
Company of Fifth avenue which had 
taken modest pride in the success of 
one of its clients. The bill listed neck- 
ties at $8.50 each and shirts at $16.50. 

But to get back to first principles 
here are the Baron and Baroness with 
$80,000 pouring in each year and the 
problem of living within it. For the 
benefit of Westchester County's branch 
of the Supreme Court the Baroness cal- 
culated that she just had to pay out the 
following: 

Thirty-five thousand dollars — For 
living expenses. 

Nine thousand dollars—For United 
States taxes. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars — For 
old debts. 
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Twelve thousand dollars—Business 
expenses for the Baron. 

This adds up to the fatal $81,000 
again and Justice Witschief was in- 
clined to be a little short with the Von 
Leidersdorf{s when they told him they 
couldn't live for less than that without 
suffering inconvenience disproportionate 
with their stations in life. 

The Baroness refused to be any more 
explicit about how she spent her 
money, but she had a few things to 
say about her more solvent neighbors, 
for instance those thrifty enough to put 
their money in bonds and banks and 
stocks. athe 
“All the money which deponent and 
her husband receive,” she tartly in- 
formed the Court, “is put to use for the 
benefit not only of themselves, but the 
community in general; it is put in circu- 
lation and used in trade; it is not 
hoarded or placed in tax exempt or 
other securities.” 

Nor did the Baroness explain that 
old debts item of $25,000 a year. She 
did indicate, however, that all the 
money she received from her father, ex- 
clusive of the $750,000 trust fund, had 
been lost. 

Those who have followed the legal 
entanglements of the Von Leidersdorffs 
believe that all the trouble lies in the 
early lives of both of the principles. 
As the daughter of one of the wealthi- 
est men in the Bronx the Baroness was 
never stinted. She learned to spend 
money freely, to live at a rate reserved 
for those with practically unlimited 
funds and when her own fortune di- 
minished she found herself unable 
to trim her fiscal sails according- 
ly.

the four points of the compass prob- 
ably handed down for centuries. There 
are numbers, too, which seem to have 
some connection with the ancient 
chronological cycle, with its four pe- 
riods of 13 years each. 

One needs no knowledge of the 
mysterious past of the “game” to ap- 
preciate its dangers. Among them is a 
dance on a foot-square platform at the 
top of a 60-foot pole. 

Ceremonial, highly decorative dress, 
varying in detail in the various locali- 
ties, is a feature of the performance 
in all. In the Totonac villages of Vera 
Cruz—where Cortes cast down idols 
418 years ago this month— it includes 
brightly colored bandanas worn as 
sash and baldric, ornate headgear with 
a fan-shaped crest. 

Among the Otomi Indians of Puebla 
-—whose ancestors Cortes won over af- 
ter three bloody weeks in September, 
1519—one of the six dancers, possibly 
with some relation to the Conquest, is 
dressed as a woman and accorded the 
prerogative of ‘volplaning” head up, 
instead of head down, from the top of 
the pole to the ground in the breath- 
taking climax of the dance. The Otomi 
dancers wear red, with bandanas 
crossed over the shoulders to give a 
suggestion of wings. 

For the “Juego de los Voladores” a 
straight, strong tree is stripped and set 
up in a public place, frequently out- 
side the village church. At its top is 
the tiny revolving platform, from which 
is swung a light wooden frame. 

Long ropes—-four among the Toton- 
ac, six for the Otomi—care wound 
around the top of the pole and passed 
through holes in the frame. Another 
and larger rope is wrapped around the 
pole in a spiral to the ground., to make 
the climbing easier in the ceremonial. 

Ten “tocotines,” or dancers, take part 
in the “flying game” as practiced 
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trained to make a living as an art con- 
noisseur. He has no office, as such, 
but accepts commissions from private 
parties. Thus his income fluctuates 
and while he may make $50,000 most 
years there is a possibility of its drop- 
ping well below that at times.

among the Totonac Indians, but only 
four of them “fly.” A fifth, however, 
has the equally hazardous function of 
dancing on the whirling platform at 
the top. 

This one is the musician, who, with 
pipe and tabor swung from his left 
wrist to leave his hands free for more 
strenuous duties, plays for the dance 
which begins on the ground. 

As that phase is completed, he and 
his four Voladores swarm up the pole. 
He sits on the cap; they on the four 
sides of the open frame below. He 
plays, swaying, bending backwards in 
intoxicated rhythm, and then stands up 
and dances. 


EANWHILE, the four “flyers” 

below him have unwound the 

ends of the ropes from the top 
of the pole, and each has made one 
fast around his waist. Some cadence 
gives them a signal; then music under- 
goes a change; the four voladores have 
thrown themselves backwards from the 
frame and are swinging free in ever 
widening circles, ever nearer the 
ground; the cap whirls dizzily, but the 
music never stops and the musician 
keeps up his dance, though a misstep 
by inches would mean almost certain 
death. 

As the voladores reach the ground, 
head downward, they right themselves 
and alight gracefully erect. The mu- 
sic ends with a last flourish; the mu- 
sician descends; the dance of the vola- 
dores is completed. 

The man who takes the part of a 
woman in the ceremonial of the Otomi 
is called “Malinche,” a name which 
was applied to Cortes. Among these 
people, as distinguished from the To- 
tonac, all of the six participants are 
musicians, and all dance in turn on 
the cap at the top of the platform, de- 
scribed here as about two feet square. 

Five of the voladores have rattles: 
the sixth plays the drum and flute. 
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The Baroness was ordered to pay it 
out at $100 a week over her bitter pro- 
tests that it would throw the $80,000 
versus $81,000 problem still further out 
of gear. 

She lagged in her payments and Jus- 
tice Witschief held her in contempt with 
the threat of jail unless she paid $1500. 
To this the Baroness replied that her 
irreducible rent was $750 a month, her 
servants $300 a month, her food an 
equal amount and her clothing and in- 
cidentals another $300. Other “circum- 
stances beyond my control,” she added, 
consumed the rest of her income. 

“That argument deserves no answer,” 


Malinche, wearing skirts, is somewhat 
hampered as they climb the pole, one 
by one, but “she” will have a compen- 
sating advantage in the descent. 

At the top, all seat themselves in the 
frame, bracing their feet against the 
pole and leaning backwards. After a 
moment, one climbs on to the top and 
dances. Faster and faster the music 
swirls, faster and faster the dance, un- 
til one wonders how the man can keep 
his footing, and then, with final obeis- 
ances to the four points of the com- 
pass, he has descended to the frame 
again, and another has taken his place. 

Each dances about 10 minutes. Ma- 
linche is last, and apparently the most 
important of all. The ritual seems to 
be well known to the native spectators 
and its high points awaited with 
breathless interest, They follow Ma- 
linche’s more intricate dance with 
round eyes, gasp as she leans down at 
what seems an impossible angle to en- 
fold each of her companions in turn 
with a large bandana. 

But at last, safely——though not in all 
cases—-she has finished, and slips 
down to the frame again. The six vola- 
dores fasten the ropes about them and, 
with a piercing cry, throw themselves 
from the frame. The five “birds” are 
head downward; Malinche descends 
head up, with dignity and ballooning 
skirts. 

By all accounts, the dance is just as 
dangerous as it looks. Helga Larsen, 
a writer for the National Geographic 
Magazine, found one volador who had 
survived 35 years of it to reach the ripe 
age of 63, but he was an exception. 
Many fall to their death, but they who 
survive are heroes throughout the land 
of their people, no less than great mat- 
adors here or “home run kings” in 
the United States.

the key to the mystery— if it was a mystery 
—and unless it was produced, the case of 
the prosecution should not have been con- 
sidered complete. Very often the life of a 
human being depends on just such a com- 
parative trifle. The two policemen testified 
that the river was dragged at the spot where 
they alleged they had seen Boyington drop 
it, but it had not been found and could not 
be produced at the trial. 

His lawyers asked him if he could think 
of anyone who might be reasonably sus- 
pected of the murder, since he and Frost 
had been almost inseparable. Boyington de- 
clared he could think of only one person, 
but hesitated to mention the name for lack 
of proof. However, when he was pressed, 
he reluctantly named a girl of no high re- 
pute, Florence White. 

He and Frost had met her aboard a boat 
on the way to Mobile. Frost had been smitten 
with the woman, though knowing to what 
ancient profession she belonged. Boyington 
remonstrated with him, but Frost was obstin- 
ate. Why shouldn't he have his fling while 
away from home? No one of their 
friends would be any the wiser. So for the 
three days of their trip, Florence White 
monopolized most of Frost's time and con- 
tinued the relationship in Mobile. It was 
this loose relationship that had in part 
formed the subject of their conversation in 
the graveyard and caused Boyington to 
find fault with his friend. However, he 
thought of Florence White in  connec- 
tion with the crime as only a remote sus- 
pect. 

A detective was put on the track of Flor- 
ence White, but all he could discover was 
that she lived with a man who was in the 
last stages of delirium tremens. 

The trial was set for a late date in Novem- 
ber, and when the case was called the 
prosecution had things pretty much its own 
way. Damaging evidence was offered by 
the superintendent of the cemetery. He tes- 
tified, 1—That he had seen Frost and the 
defendant enter the graveyard together in 
the late afternoon of the tenth; 2, that they 
were quarreling and he heard the defend- 
ant tell Frost that he must let “her” alone 
and Frost say in reply that he would do as 
he pleased about it; 3, that Boyington left 


aa 


the cemetery alone after nearly an hour; 
and that the witness did not see Frost again 
until his body was found in the bushes the 
following Sunday morning by some passers- 
by. He further testified that Boyington's 
blood-stained knife was found in the ceme- 
tery, though not near the body, and that 
the ground showed signs of a struggle and 
was covered with blood, as was also the 
cemetery wall. The two men were the only 


* persons in the graveyard at the time. Asked 


if he was sure of that, he said that though 
it was possible for someone else to have 
been in the grounds without his seeing 
them, it was not probable. 

The Coroner testified that he found only 
some small change in the pockets of the 
dead man, with whom he had been well ac- 
quainted, and that his diamond ring and 
wallet were missing. His pockets had been 
turned inside out. 
told how they had arrested Boyington and 
found the wallet in his possession. They al- 
so told of seeing him drop a watch and 
chain in the river. Here the defense cross- 
questioned the witness. It asked how he 
knew it was a watch and chain. The bland 
reply was, “I could see a large fob on the 
end of the chain and heard the clinking 
noise it made in falling,” 

The reader will bear this statement in 
mind. 


HE defense necessarily made a poor 

showing. Aside from a number of 

character witnesses, whose testimony 
was a tribute to the defendant's popularity 
and the respect he commanded, they had 
only Boyington himself, who went on the 
witness stand and told what he had told his 
lawyers, not mentioning Florence White, 
however. He denied that the officers had 
seen him drop Frost's watch and chain into 
the river, as they testified. He explained 
that he had been peeling an orange, and 
what they took for a watch and chain, was 
merely the orange peel which he had 
thrown over the rail. 

This latter point in the case was exploited 
to the full by the defense, which contended 
that the failure to recover the watch when 
the river was dragged was an irreparably 
weak link in the chain of circumstances in

prosecution, on the oth- 
er hand, expressed as- 
tonishment that a man 
of Boyington’s intelligence would 
face a jury with a story no more 
plausible than that presented in evi- 
dence. Of course, he had gone into the 
graveyard with Frost, who was drunk (the 
superintendent of the cemetery had testi- 
fied that both had been drinking, Frost be- 
ing the worse off for liquor of the two); that 
they had quarreled (though Boyington had 
denied this); that the defendant had left the 
cemetery alone and fled on the first boat 
up the river, and that his blood-stained 
bowie knife found on the grounds had been 
the instrument of death—a plain case not 
weakened by anything the defense had of- 
fered in rebuttal. 

And the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
and Boyington was sentenced to hang. 

The case was appealed. There was no 
stenographic report of the trial (in those 
days shorthand records were not known). 
The appeal was based on technical grounds 
and not on the merits of the case. That was 
the law. And the higher court confirmed 
the sentence and the date of execution was 
set for February 20, 1835. Six months and 
two weeks had elapsed between the date of 
Boyington's arrest and his trial. 

In a letter written the night before his 
execution to the Presbyterian minister who 
had been his friend, evincing a high degree 
of intelligence and refinement, he replied to 
the minister's question whether he was guil- 
ty. He assured him fervently of his innocence. 
“When I am no more in the land of the liv- 
ing, when my form shall have mouldered 
in the tomb, then sooner or later, the world 
will believe that they have wronged me,” he 
wrote. “That thought—oh, how consoling 
even now when ere another day shall have 
passed, I shall be alike senseless of shame 
and approbation.” 

The execution took place the next after- 
noon on a vacant lot, a mile distant, where 
the gallows had been erected. It took on 
same aspects of a Roman holiday. A grand 
parade formed, in which citizens joined. In 
the middle of the line was a cart drawn by 
a single horse bearing the living man’s 
coffin. Behind it, unshackled, walked the 
young man—his “last mile’—, his friend, the 
Presbyterian minister, at his side. As they 
passed, Boyington now and then raised his 
hand in greeting to some acquaintance in 
the line of spectators. Presently they ar- 
rived at the scaffold. . Unaided he ascended 
the 13 steps, followed by the minister. The 
preacher delivered a short prayer, then in 
a loud voice exhorted the doomed man to 
declare whether he was guilty or innocent. 
“1 am innocent—innocent’’ Boyington de- 
clared. The minister turned away and 
walked down the steps. 

Then as the crowd, which formed a solid 
mass around the ghastly framework, craned 
its neck to see the noose adjusted and the 
trap sprung, the unexpected happened.
